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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


The volume of trade in the markets repre- 
sented by this paper has been restricted to 
comparatively small proportions during the 
past week. The stormy and cold weather 
which has been more severe than any expe- 
rienced here for many years, has kept many 
buyers out of the market, while the ice-choked 
rivers and harbor have seriously interfered 
with the movement of goods. The drug trade 
is a possible exception to the prevailing dull- 
ness, for we find many of the jobbers quite 
busy attending to the demand usual at this 
season. The outlook is very flattering in ali 
branches of trade, and if the mild weather 
which has just set in holds we may expect 
quite a lively trade until spring wants are sup- 
plied. Collections are very satisfactory, and 
generally a good feeling based on the results of 
last month’s trade and the encouraging out- 
look prevails. 

The money market has developed no import- 
ant features since our last, aud the tendency 
has been toward a further increase in the spot 
supply as is indicated by the bank statement 
on Saturday. The rates of domestic exchange 
still favor the shipment of funds to this center. 
Demand has been light and call loans have 
ruled at 144@2 per cent. The offerings of com- 
mercial paper are not large but the 
little to be had is readily taken We 
quote 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bills re- 
@eivable at 8}¢@4 per cent; four months’ 
acceptances at 4@5, and good single names 
aving four to six months to run, 444@6. The 
following are the rates of exchange on New 
York: Savannah, 44, selling 44 prem.

BRIMSTONE PROSPECTS AND 
STATISTICS. 

Mr. Otto G. Mayer of this city, sup- 
plies us with a detailed statement of 
the statistical position of brimstone 
for the years 1881 to 1885 inclusive, 
which furnishes some.valuable und in- 
structive information. The total ship- 
ments of brimstone froin Sicily to the 
United States in 1885 amounted to 99,- 
878 tons, an increase of 4,449 tons over 
1884, 2,549 over 1883, 2,628 over 1882, 
and a decrease of 5,787 compared with 
1881. Of the quantity imported in 
1885, New York received 50,814 tons, 
Philadelphia 12,153, Baltimore 16,485, 
Boston 4,200, and Charleston, 8. C., 
12,419. These figures compared with 
those of the previous year, show a gain 
of 4,354 tons at New York, a decrease 
of 7,081 at Philadelphia, an increase of 
2,549 at Baltimore and of 4,700 tons at 
Charleston. The increase of receipts 
at New York and Baltimore do not 
show a material gain in consumption 
as most of the surplus is stored at 
these two points, nor has the Charles- 
ton consumption materially increased. 
The latter port is now largely supply- 
ing consuming points further south 
which formerly drew on New York for 
supplies, the secret being that Charles- 
ton has the advantage over New York 
in the matter of freight rates to these 
southern markets. Charleston is sti] 
supplied from New York to some ex- 
tent, so that the 12,416 tons imported 
during 1885 do not represent all that 


was consumed there. It is probable 
that fully 12,000 tons were consumed in 
Charleston last year, as enongh was 
sent from here to make up that quan- 
tity and there was little or nothing in 
store there at the time when these 
statistics were compiled. The decrease 
at Philadelphia is due tothe fact that 
the acid manufacturers who were sup- 
plied through that port, are now large- 
ly running on pyrites. 

The stocks in Sicily though large, as 
shown by Mr. Mayer’s figures, show 
an increase of only 9,000 tons compared 
with those of 1884. The total exports 
from Sicily were about the same as in 
1884, showing a decrease of about 20,- 
000 tons as compared with 1883, but a 
marked increase compared with pre- 
vious years. In this connection it 
might be interesting to some of our 
readers to know that whereas the bulk 
of the imports to the northern ports 
were in former years made in sailing 
vessels, steamers are Now engaged to 
carry the brimstone to these ports. 

Although an easy feeling has pre- 
vailed in the brimstone market for 
several days past, it is generally sup- 
posed that this condition is only tem- 
porary. The present quotations in 
Sicily for the mineral are considered 
very low, and on the spot the prices 
obtainable are so unsatisfactory that 
receivers are storing their goods in 
preference to accepting what buyers 
are prepared to pay. Freights from 
Sicily to the United States just now 
are low, but when the fruit season in 
Italy is over, as little or no ballast 
freights will be obtainable the rates 
for whole steamers will be higher, and 
under such circumstances there isa 
reasonable expectation that prices of 
brimstone would advance here. But 
aside from this and without taking 
into consideration that disturbances 
such as cholera or war might materi- 
ally change the position of the article, 
it is believed that prices for brimstone 
will advance when the heavy buying 
for the United States begins. The 
holders here therefore think that there 
are certainly more chances for an ad- 
vance than for a material decline.

THE LINSEED OIL COMBINATION. 


It was reported by the Associated 
Press last week thatthe linseed crush- 
ers of the West had reached a basis of 
agreement at a meeting held in Chi- 
cago on Friday for the establishment 
of a pool of the linseed oil trade of the 
West. It is also said that the new pool 
is on substantially the same plan as the 
Consolidated Linseed Oil Company of 
several years ago, stock being taken in 
proportion to the crushing capacity of 
the mills. The returns are to be made 
to the company and the profits divided 
as a dividend upon the stock. The 
working committee have doubtless left 
no stone unturned to get all the crush- 
ers interested and they have been re- 
warded by the satisfaction of seeing 
eighty percent. of the crushing inter- 
ests represented at the last meeting. 
It is not stated however that any 
agreement was signed or that the pros- 
pects of securing the assistance of the 
remaining twenty per cent. were en- 
couraging. A committee endeavored 
to get the Eastern crushers to promise 
co operation, but they were not inclined 
to enter a combination at present. The 
New York crushers can be depended 
upon, however, to follow all feasible 
suggestions that have been adopted 
for improving trade and prices as they 
are not believers in a policy of ruinous 
competition which has characterized 
the Western trade. The demoraliza- 
tion of values is not to be laid at the 
doors of Eastern crushers for they have 
had to meet the course of events in the 
West, and in former years when the 
East was crowded ont of the seed mar- 
ket the crushers here had to do the 
next best thing by importing seed. 
There is more disposition this season 
to give domestic seed a wider distribu- 
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tion, which cannot well be avoided, as 
the crop is ample to supply all needs. 
The opinion has been expressed by 
some Western crushers that no combi- 
nation would be a success unless it in- 
cluded all the crushers of the country, 
and as there seemed to be a decided 
stand among some manufacturers in 
the West not to enter a pool forthe 
reasons stated in a previous article, it 
remains to be seen what the present 
movement will amount to. A mutual 
understanding is certainly necessary to 
improve the linseed oil market, and it 
is to be hoped that the present attempt 
will bring about the desired result. 

By the plan adopted the combina- 
tion gains a legal existence and is in a 
position to enforce its contracts, some- 
thing which the ordinary association 
has no power of doing, the execution 
of pledges being merely a matter of 
choice among the members. The 
whisky pool attempted the same plan 
last August, but it was found too cum- 
bersome to unite the wide diversity of 
interests among the distillers and the 
scheme did not succeed. The neces- 
sary papers for the incorporation of 
the new company have been forwarded 
to Springfield and commissioners se- 
lected for the organization. About 
three weeks will be required to con- 
summate the arrangemeuts when ope- 
rations will be commenced under the 
new regime. 
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COMPETITION IN CANDLES. 


The home manufacturers of candles 
not only have to meet sharp competi- 
tion at their own doors, the character 
of which has already been mentioned 
in these columns, but are confronted 
with a change in their business rela- 
tions with the Pacific coast. The 
candle makers in San Francisco have 
been making a determined fight to 
control their home markets and reduce 
the receipts of Eastern candles. They 
manufactured 150,000 boxes during last 
year and have now in stock 23,518 
boxes against 80,970 boxes in 1885. 
They dropped the price two cents per 
pound, but it is not stated whether the 
quality was changed at the same time. 
Raw materials on the coast have con- 
tinued low in price and candle makers 
were probably justified in cheapening 
candles without having in view the 
discouragement of business in Eastern 
stock, which was received in San 
Francisco during last year to the 
amount of 73,444 boxes against 98,836 
boxes in 1884 and 68,885 in 18838, and 
111,009 boxes in 1882. There was a 
surplus to dispose of at the opening of 
1885 and the decreased receipts last 
year are to be attributed more to the 
very heavy receipts in 1884, than to 
any decrease in demand for Eastern 
candles, which are evidently holding 
their own.

THE COTTONSEED OIL MARKET. 


Various efforts have been made to 
advance the cottonseed oil market 
lately, but they have only amounted 
to artificial support to a bearish situa- 
tion. Some large transactions in crude 
have occurred since the first of the 
year as already reported, but the sup- 
plies thus moving will appear in the 
markets again as refined oil. The 
month of December did not make such 
a poor showing as expected, the total 
exports from the United States amount- 
ing to 1,135,825 gallons, in comparion 
with 1,154,073 gallons for December 
1884. A large increase in the foreign 
movement is to be noted for the full 
year of 1885 which records 6,574,985 
gallons, against 4,036,151 gallons for 
the previous twelve months. The lots 
going abroad now are comparitively 
smaller in quantity which indicates a 
lack of confidence on the other side. 

The present feeling here and at the 
South is rather quiet—in fact the pri- 
mary markets for refined oil have been 
in a nominal position for sometime but 
are now showing more firmness. Prime 
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grades are apparently better in tone 
but off color oil is a drug on the market 
Lit- 
tle hope isexpressed for an early im- 
provement; dealers are unable ro find 
Some of the 
interior mills may be closed or closing 
on account of the scarcity or bad con- 
dition of the seed, but they can well 
be spared from the field of operations. 
The business has been overdoue and it 
will require a largely increased con- 
sumption to take up the liberal sup- 
plies turned out at the various large 
and small mills scattered throughout 
the South. In futures, May delivery 
is held at only two or three cents 
advance above present quotations, but 
with no special desire manifested on

THE FIGHT 
ISINGLASS MANUFACTURERS. 


General Appraiser Brower is ‘under 
fire” and if he comes out of the trial 
with the same cool head that he pos- 
sessed on Saturday, there is no fear of 
the result of the present persecution 
inaugurated by the American Isinglass 
Manufacturers. The investigation was 
commenced last Saturday by a Deputy 


comptroller of the Treasury, and Mr. 


Brower correctly outlined the true 
character of the revengeful crusade 
against him when he said: ‘‘The whole 


gist of the matter is simply this, Mr. 
Phelps, acting in the interest of the 
Glencoe Starch Manufacturing Cowm- 
pany and isinglass manufacturers, 
charges that I should have marked 
some parcels of imported isinglass a 
mark higher in appraising them, and 
that consequently I am not capable of 
discharging the duties of general ap- 
praiser. However, the Collector, Mr. 
Hedden, on investigation fully sustain- 
ed me, aud this examination now is for 
the President’s satisfaction and decis- 
ion. You see the marking up of goods 
to the degree he wants them would be 
an injustice to such firms as McKesson 
& Robbins, Schieffelin & Co., and 
other large importers. Well, he nct 
only charges me with incompetency, 
but he states that the clerks in my 
office are guilty of venality and collu- 
sion with the importers. It will take 
several days before all the testimony is 
in. I do not fear the result.” 

He has thus shown that the so-called 
reformers are after his scalp because he 
observed the law in deciding the case of 
the recently disputed invoices of isin- 
glass,and because he thus permits the 
foreign article to come to this market. 
It is not for the general public good 
that this investigation isheld, but was 
prompted simply with the view of pro- 
hibiting further importations and 
allowing the American manufacturers 
to get a corner on isinglass. But the 
true inwardness of their scheme has 
been exposed to the proper officials and 
there need be no fear of the result.

THE GLASS IMPORTERS VICTORY. 


The negligence of the customs 
officers at this port in failing to ascer- 
tain the actual or commercial weight 
of window glass imported prior to 
1888, has lost the Government consid- 
erable money, as the decision of Judge 
Shipman in the test case, mention of 
which is made elsewhere in these col- 
umns, means a refund of duties paid in 
excess of the legitimate claims of the 
Government on the proper weight. 


There is uo likelihood of the Solicitor 


of the Treasury ordering an appeal to 
a higher court as the ‘‘newly discovered 
evidence” upon which the United 
States District Attorney expected to 
base another trial of the case, gives no 
encouragement of a different verdict 
being rendered.

THE DUTY ON COVERINGS ABOL- 
ISHED. 

Importers of all classes of goods have 
achieved quite a victory in the unani- 
mous opinion of the United States Su- 
preme Court which abolishes the duty 
on coverings of all kinds and compels 
the Treasury Department to reverse 
its whole series of rulings on the duti- 
ability of coverings, and to abandon 
all attempts to collect duty on pack- 
ages or coverings of any description, 
except those designed to escape the 
lawful duty. Last Thursday the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury promulgated 
for the information of customs officers, 
the decision of the Supreme Court, and 
the secretary instructs collectors that 
the addition of cost of cartons or other 
inside coveyings or of charges for pack- 
ing, &c., to the entered value of mer- 
chandise is prohibited, and that the 
rule laid down will be applied to all 
future importations and unliquidated 
entries, and all entries where formali- 
ties as to protest, appeal, &c., have 
been observed. It is roughly estimat- 
ed that the decision involves the re- 
funding of about one million dollars of 
duties collected since the passage of 
the tariff act of 1883. Between one 
and two per cent of the aggregate rev- 
enue collected from ad valorem duties 
is also inyolved. The unravelling of 
the work done for several years must 
sweep through the customs service like 
a “cyclone,” as a contemporary aptly 
terms it. It is the most important 
ruling that has been handed down for 
years and the importers fully appre- 
ciate the timely intervention of the 
Supreme Court.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR 1885. 


We give below a tabular statement 
of the imports and exports of oils, 
paints, drugs, &c., for the twelve 
months ending December 31st, 1885, as 
compared with those of 1884, the stat- 
istics being compiled from the monthly 
summary issued by the Bureau of Stat- 
istics of the Treasury Department. Of 
crade bitumen and asphaltum we im- 
ported about seventy-five per cent. 
more than in 1884, and the imports of 
alizarine show a corresponding in- 
crease. The barks used in the manu- 
facture of quinine and its salts were 
imported to the extent of 1,910,470 
pounds in excess of the receipts for the 
corresponding period last year, while 
the imports of gum arabic show a de- 
crease of over fifty per cent. which ac- 
counts for the higher prices aud strong 
market for that gum. There has been 
a large increase in the receipts of shel- 
lac, the imports being nearly double 
those of 1884, or to be exact, 2,140,985 
pounds more. The larger movement 
in indigo last year is reflected in the 
imports of that article, which showa 
gain of 286,319 pounds over the previ- 
ous year. While the imports of cin- 
chona barks have largely increased 
there is a marked decrease in the re- 
ceipts of the alkaloids, there having 
been 419,387 pounds less imported in 
1885 than in the preceding year. In 
an article last month we gave the rea- 
sons for the decrease of 56,251,262 
poundsin the imports of nitrate of soda 
during 1835, which were based on the 
fact that the production and shipments 
from South America were controlled 
by asyndicate. An increase of over 
one hundred per cent. is noticed in the 
imports of crude phosphates for fertil-

izing purposes, and a decrease of 297,- 
833 gallons in the receipts of non- 
dutiable whale and fish oils. 

The increase in the consumption of 
coal tar colors is shown by the gain of 
$83,112 in the value of the imports of 
1885. Glycerine shows quite a large 
gain, and dyewood extracts: have also 
been imported in larger quantities. 
The receipts of carbonate of soda, sal 
soda and soda ash were increased by 
12,537,959 pounds in 1885, and of caustic 
soda about 9,000,000 “pounds more were 
brought out than in 1884. The im- 
ports of cosmetics and perfumery show 
a decrease of $81,555, which has prob- 
ably been made up by the domestic 
manufacturers. The imports of all 
sorts of glass and glassware, with the 
exception of polished cylinder and 
crown, silvered and unsilvered, and 
silvered plate show a decrease. 

About fifty per cent. less of whale and 
fish oil subject to"duty were imported 
in 1885 than in 1884, Of volatile and 
essential oils, there were 5,354 pounds 
less imported than in the preceding 
year. The value of the paints and 
colors imported in 1885 was $54,257 less 
than in 1884. Of linseed and flaxseed, 
1,609,639 bushels less were imported 
than in 1884. The value of sponges 
increased $81,415. 

Our exports of domestic products have 
on the whole remained about the same 
as in 1884, though some of the leading 
articles have not been sent out so 
largely asin that year. Candles have 
had a better export outlet, the figures 
showing a gain of 400,770 pounds. Pot 
and pearl ash shipments have de- 
creased by 312,247 pounds and ginseng 
has increased 115,744 pounds, while of 
fertilizers we sent out 17,565 tons more 
than in 1884, A decrease of about 
730,000 pounds occurred in the exports 


of glucose, and of 330,778 bbls. in rosin. 


Of oil cake and meal about 13,000,000 
pounds more were sent out than in 1884. 


All the animal oils except whale and 


fish show a gain, as do crude mineral 


oils and naphthas, and the exports of 
mineral illuminating oils 
creased 12,033,740 gallons. Lubricating 
and heavy paraffine oils exports have 
also increased. Of cottonseed oils, we 
shipped about thirty-three and one- 
third per cent. more than in 1884. The 
shipments of paraffine wax exceed 
those of 1884 by 5,591,884 pounds. Sper- 
maceti exports increased about 50,000

pounds. Alcohol and spirits of turpen- 
tine exports declined—the latter 
by 2,808,000 gallons. Starch increased 


and varnish decreased. Beeswax was 
shipped to the extent of 32,300 pounds 


more than in 1884.

The bleachery 
has used 2,000 lbs of lime, 200,000 lbs of soda 
ash, 250,000 pounds of bleaching powder, 160 
tons of potato starch and 80 tons of corn starch 
during the past year. 


The firm of Wittmack & Glover, consulting 
chemists, is succeeded by the Wohler Chemical 
Laboratory at 93 Wall St. In addition to 
the members ofthe old firm, Dr. Albert Cal- 
man, graduate of School of Mines, Columbia 
College, and University of Erlangen, Germany, 
has joined the co-partnership. 


The manufacturers of the oleomargarine or 
butterine, who have at least $1,000,000 invested 
in the business in Pennsylvania, are moving 
for an early decision from the Supreme Court 
on the constitutionality of the act recently 
passed by the Pennsylvania Legislature pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of imitation 
butter. 


James Groeker and a man named Pillsbury 
were arrested in Brooklyn last week charged 
by Messrs, John Wyeth & Bro. of Philadelphia 
with counterfeiting their beef iron and wine 
preparation. They were brought up before 
Justice Walsh in the Brooklyn city police court 
last Friday but were remanded for trial on the 
18th inst. 


Among the new corporations whose papers 
were filed in Albany during the past week, 
were the Humphreys Homeopathic Medicine 
Company, of New York city, capital stock 
$50,000,and the Valley Salt and Mica Mining 
Company, for operations in the towns of York, 
Leicester and Geneseo, Livingston county; cap- 
ital stock, $500,000. 

From a circular just received from Paris we 
learn that Mr. Theo. Guiral succeeded to the 
managing-directorship of the St. Denis Dye- 
stuff and Chemical Co., limited, on the with- 
drawal of Mr. Naville. Mr. Guiral is well 
known to the trade here and is congratulated 
upon his accession to the important office he 
has been called upon to fill. 

The paint manufactory of 8S. P. Wetherill & 
Co. in Philadelphia was badly damaged by fire 
last week. ‘The flames originated in the second 
story of the building, and owing to the inflam- 
mable nature of the contents they were not 
extinguished until the interior of the building 
was burned out. The firm estimates its loss at 
$5,000 which is fully insured. 


The window glass department of the Wiscon- 
sin Glass Company’s works in Chase’s Valley, 
which has been idle since last July, on account 
of a disaffection between the company and 
their men, and also partly owing to the con- 
dition of the trade, resumed work Saturday, 
satisfactory arrangements having beeu made 
between the employers and the men. 


Many New York business firms have signed a 
petition asking for the passage of a bill by the 
State Legisiature to prevent the giving of pref- 
erences. The bill is also intended to provide 
that after the payment of all costs the claims 
of all servants, clerks and laborers shall be paid 
for three months’ service previous to the as- 
signment, but none shall receive more than 
$100. 

The window glass houses fin Pittsburg oper- 
ated by Phillips Bros., Inmsen & Co., Abel, Kim 
& Co, and A. & D. H. Chambers are now work- 
ing six turns per week instead of five as here- 
tofore, but are turning out the same amount of 
glass. Each blower now makes 6) cylinders 
each day instead of 72, the total number turned 
out each week, however, remaining the same, 
360. 


As stated last week, the late Dr. James P. 
Barnett made arrangements previous to his 
death for the uninterrupted continuance of his 
paint and color business. It will remain under 
the same style of ‘James P. Barnett” in the in- 
terest of his estate and under the capable man- 
agement of Messrs. John Cawley and F. E, 
Clark, who are well and favorably known to 
the trade. 


The Pittsburg Plate Glass Company brought 
in a huge gas well at a depth of 1,100 feet on the 
Burchfield farm at Tarentum, Pa. last week. 
This is the third well that this company has 
struck, the other two having been struck on 
the Smith farm just adjoining. The gas from 
the new well will be used in furnishing fuel for 
the new addition that is being built by the com- 
pany. 

Another company organized in Buffalo on 
Monday to furnish the city with natural gas. 
It is known as the Produceas’ Fuel Gas Co., 
and has a capital stock of $2,500,000. The direc- 
tors are James Tillinghast, of the New York 
Central Railroad; C. B. Matthews, head of the 
Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company; Thomas 
Loomis, C. M. Underhili, M. F. Burns, T. Guil- 
ford Smith, coal men. and J. F. Gluck. 


The Cambridge, O., Natural Gas Company 
elected the following directors last week: Col. 
JD Taylor, M D Robins, R W Anderson, John 
Orme, Rev W H McFarland, Dr J T McPherson, 
J F Meredith,J M Ogier and J R Barr. The 
board organized by electing M D Robins Presi- 
dent, J R Barr Secretaryand J F Meredith 
Treasurer. The directors represent a half mil- 
lion dollars in wealth and will at once sink 
three test wells. 

The business heretofore conducted by Hazel- 
tine, Perkins & Co.,at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
has been transferred to the Hazeltine & Per- 
kins Drug Company, a duly incorporated com- 


edness of Hazeltine, Perkins & Co. is assumed 
and will be paid by the Hazeltine & Perkins 
Drug Company, and all debts due Hazeltine, 
Perkins & Co. must be paid to the Hazeltine &

One of the Seabury & Johnson’s “strengthen- 
ing’”’ porous plasters was sold nearly three 
months ago, by a chemist not far distant from 
the centre of the town to a lady customer, who 
recently informed him that after wearing the 
Plaster for over two months, and finding it 
still retained such “hold-fast” properties when 
taken off, she had been able to successfully 
“strengthen” a cracked dish with it.—London 
Chemist and Druggist. 


The case of W. H. Schieffelin & Co. against 
Collector Robertson to recover excessive valu- 
ation upon $4000 worth of soap imported by 
the firm, was tried last week in the United 
States Circuit Court, before Judge Shipman 
and a jury. The ex-Collector had placed a duty 
of 50 per cent. ad valorem on the goods, and 
the plaintiff claimed they were dutiable only as 
plain soap at 20 per cent. The jury returned a 
verdict for Schieffelin & Co. 


The Ways and Means Committee have deter- 
mined that they will not hear general argu- 
ments and statements in behalf of particular 
interests affected by the tariff, if they can avoid 
it. They think that to do so, in view of all that 
has been said and priated upon the subject, 
would be a waste of time. Nevertheless they 
feel that it will hardly be possible for them to 
refuse to consider for a reasonable time some 
of the instances of unjust discrimination made 
possible under the present tariff. 


The Sterling Rubber Company, at No. 21 
Park-row, this city, with a factory at Astoria, 
Long Island, has become insolvent, and last 
week the property of the concern was sold out 
by the Sheriff on execution issued in favor of 
William R. Grace & Co.,on a judgment for 
$7,443 for money loaned. Thestock and fixtures 
at the office in Park-row brought $500. The 
company has been regarded as being entirely 
under the control of W. RGrace & Co., who 
supplied it with tbe bulk of the material used. 


Charles A. Wetmore, chief executive officer 
of the Agricultural Commission of California, 
who has come on here to secure action by Con- 
gress on the subject of adulterated wines, stated 
his views as to the proper method of procedure 
and the character of the bill proposed for Con- 
gress to act on. A committee has been ap- 
pointed embracing all the States east of the 
Rocky Mountains, to urge on Congress the 
necessity of enacting some legislative measures 
for the purpose of suppressing the manufac- 
ture of artificial wines, which is known to be 
extensively carried on in the United States. 


A very important invention which will, as is 
said by some engineers, completely revolution- 
ize the present system of gas lighting, has just 
been perfected by Dr. Auer in the chemical lab- 
oratory of the Vienna University. Briefly de- 
scribed, the invention may be said to consist in 
rendering a cotton wick inconbustible by im- 
pregnating it with a metallic liquid. Thus 
treated the wick, instead of burning, merely 
glows, emitting a radiance not unlike that of 
the elecric light. The whole process is very 
simple, and the great advantage of the inver- 
tion is that it may be applied to any gas burner. 


Dr. Charles D. Pearson, an elderly physician 
in Indianapolis, has owned for many years a 
tract of land comprising 200 acres in Lawrence 
County which was regarded as almost entirely 
worthless. The land could not be bought fora 
fortune, as it has been discovered that it con- 
tains a bed of kaolin ranging in depth from six 
to twelve feet, and the analysis proves it to be 
of the best quality. Twelve years ago Dr. Pear- 
son found kaolin on a small tract of land he 
owned in the same county and sold it to the 
Pennsylvania Salt M’f'g Company Pittsburg. 
It is estimated that the yield will be at least 
20,400 tons to the acre and that the supply is 
practically inexhaustible. 


Stephen S. Newton brought an action Jast 
week against John 8S. Wells, President, and E, 
A. Kalten, Treasurer of the Binghamton Oil 
Refining Company to recover $53,400 damages 
for alleged breach of contract. The plaintiff, 
who is a son-in-law of President Wells, claimed 
that some time ago the defendants agreed to 
sell to him the entire stock of the company for 
$71,600. Upon this agreement Mr. Newton 
n.gotiated with the Standard Oil Company for 
the sale of the stock for $125,000 it is alleged. 
The defendants failed to keep their contract, 
andthe plaintiff lost a prospective profit of 
$53,400. Judge Brown summarily dismissed the 
case. 

Among the enterprising firms of the West 
may be mentioned that of Mr. Charles 
W. Barstow formerly of the firm of Bar- 
stow and Whitelaw,of St. Louis. Since the first 
of the year, whcn he commenced business 
under his own name there has been a steady 
growth of his trade, which only goes to show 
what energy and push will do even though 
many complain of dull trade. The representi- 
tive in this city, Mr. Geo. G. Cowl, is dally in 
rcceipt of large orders for goods in their line 
to be shipped promptly, which taxes him to 
his utmost capacity to keep pace with, even 
though George is known as one of the most 
active young men in the drug and chemical 


trades. 


An interesting little device for determining 
the values of various lubricants is described in 


pany under the laws of that State, All indebt- | an English paper. It was designed by Professo 
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Herman and consists of a perfectly cylindrical 
shaft supported on two journals carried by a 
branched support which so turns on a hinge 
that the shaft can be adjusted at an angle of 6 
to 10 deg. to the horison. The upper end of the 
shaft is rotated by means of ahandle, To use 
the apparatus a bent piece of the same metal 
as that to which the lubricant 1s to be applied 
is placed astride of the shaft and suitably 
weighted, and the number of turns of the han- 
dle requisite to cause it to slide along the shaft 
with various lubricants are noted, The greater 
the distance traveled for a given number of 
revolutions the more efficient the lubricant. 


Cocoanut growing is attracting much aiten- 
tion in sections of the South, and especially on 
the coast above Cape Florida, where a consign- 
signment of one hundred thousand of the nuts 
arrived recently for planting purposes. The 
industry bids fair to become very prosperous 
in the Orange State, so thinks the Key Weat 
Democrat, which thus speaks of some experi- 
ence it bas had in the business: We owned 
about sixty trees on Biscayne Bay, at Miami, 
and notwithstanding the,damage done by burri- 
canes we used to get 200 goods nuts from each 
tree besides what we ate and gave away. Co- 
coanuts sometimes commence bearing in four 
years and always in full bearing in seven years 
if they are ever going to do anything. We have 
seen one cocoanut tree with over 800 good 
sized nuts on it at one time,besides the blossoms 
and small nuts; one bunch had eighty-five and 
another ninety-five full grown nuts upon it.” 


Mr. Isaac Phillips, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce has callec the attention of the members 
in the interest of importers of foreign mer- 
chandise to a recent circular letter from the 
Treasury Department to Collectors of Customs, 
dated 23d ult , directing that protests and ap- 
Peals against the exaction of duties under sec- 
tion 2,98lofthe Revised Statutes, should be 
rejected if served or lodged prior to the date of 
the liquidation of the entry, on and after Feb- 
ruary 1, 1886. It has been the practice hereto- 
fore for the Department to accept and enter- 
tain protests and appeals served or lodged in 
advance of the dates of the entry :iquidations. 
By the ruling now made tne Department pro- 
poses to reject and not entertain any protest or 
appeal filled anterior to the date of liquidation. 
Opinions have varied as to the legality of a 
protest or appeal filed prior to liquidation of 
entry, but it will be prudent to adopt the pres- 
ent view of the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
quiring protests to be filed within ten days 
after liquidation of entry, but it will be pru- 
dent to adopt the present view of the Secretary 
of the Treasury requiring protests to be filed 
within ten days after liquidation, and appeals 
witbin thirty days after liquidation.

I notice your article headed *‘A South Ameri- 
can Craze," which is likely to place me in a 
false position, as I am quoted as giving no defi- 
nite encouragement to emigrants to the Argen- 
tine republic, 

I desire to say that while I endeavor to give 
to all parties desiring to locate inthe Argentine 
Republic all reliable information in my power, 
T certainly do not encourage people who have 
no idea of what they will do when they get 
there, but expect to be received with open arms 
and at once placed in good positions with plenty 
of leisure and handsome compensation. 

My advice to all parties has been to carefully 
consider a step involving such a long voyage 
and a comparatively large outlay of money, 
not go without some definite idea of what they 
intend doing and ascertain what the prospects 
are from their venture before they start. I 
alsu advise that they do not spend all their 
money to get to the Argentine Republic and 
then trust to luck for something to live on 
when they get there, 

On the oth-r hand the Argentine Republic 
has developed in a most remarkable degree 
within the past fifteen years and is now the 
foremost Republic in South America. Men of 
ability, pluck and thorough knowledge of the 
business they wish to undertake, will always 
be welcomed in any country and especially so 
in the Argentine Republic, as such men are a 
credit to the couatry they go from and to that 
they go to. 

In brief, as an individual,and in my official 
capacity, I give my best efforts to enlighten 
parties who apply to me but I do not advise 
People to go out who are likely to meet with 
disappointment from their own unfitness, 

The reference you make to the recent Florida 
craze is not at all applicable in that case, there 
being no disappointed peopie making com- 
plaints of the character mentioned iu the news- 
Papers as regards Florida.

Will the Proprietors Enforce Their 
Contract ? 


Editor O11, Parnt & DruG REPORTER: 

I have read youc editorial! in last issue ef 
your paper on *Tvsting the Rebate Plan.” All 
you say is correct and well stated, but there is 
bnt one question and only one now to be set- 
tled. Wil the proprietors enforce their con- 
tract? The parties referred to have been for 
Past two years, not open y but in ways cer- 
tainly not fair or honest,repudiating their con- 
tracts, while other dealers in that section felt

in honor bound to conform to their contracts, 
these parties have absorbed the bulk of the 
trade to their own profit, but to the loss of the 
honest dealers. ‘Now when the crime is no 
longer to be hidden, and the “methods” proved 
they “frankly” (you say) acknowledge what 
was useless to deny, but plead “signed under 
protest” or with a “mental reservation” 
Nonsense! do men sign notes with a mental 
reservation or under protest to pay only if 
forced, or sign agreements and only abide by 
them if forced to?Commercial honor must bave 
bad a freeze out west and gone below zero. 


The rebate allowed on these contracts, are 
strictly stated to be upon the condition, that 
the jobbing prices stated in the contract are 
maintained, and any proprietor who has allow- 
ed rebates, can recover in law, for full amount 
of such rebates paid if parties have violated 
said contracts—therefis no doubt as to this, if 
the rebate or money was obtained wrongfully. 

If the offending parties were the small deal- 
ers, I presume the contracts would be enforced 
at once. The fact that those parties have 
grown by their methods to be large dealers, 
does not and should not alter the case. The 
cutting of the jobbing prices does not increase 
the consumptive demand of any proprietary 
article; the cutter of course becomes the larger 
purchaser of the proprietor and the honest 
dealer’s demand is less. The proprietor should 
remember this fact, and because they have be- 
come larger buyers, to the injury of other 
customers, is no reason why they should be 
encouraged in unfair dealings. If the house 
referred to should be swallowed up by an 
earthquake, it would not diminish the sale of 
any proprietary article. 

Either they should not be supplied or rebates 
withheld for a year from all parties “signing 
under protest.” 

The proprietors have adopted the contract 
plan upon the request of the drug trade of the 
entire country, with one or two exceptions, 
The wholesale trade is well pleased with it, 
wish it continued, and the question is whether 
the wishes of 250 wholesale druggists shall be 
respected, or that of onehouse. If the propri- 
etors will not enforce the contracts. and these 
parties now openly and defiantly violate them, 
it will not be many days until all dealers will 
refuse to tie their hands by signing contracts 
that mean nothing and that place them at dis- 
advantage in competing with such unfair 
dealers. If I understand the very able, fair and 
candid report of Mr. Kelly for the committee, 
those parties say they will only maintain the 
contracts when forced to doso. Well, Messrs, 
Proprietors, then enforce the contracts with 
new and stronger penalties that will settle thig 
question once and forall]. Let the proprietors 
stand firm now and we shall not have this cut- 
ting to occur again. “DOown-EASTER.”

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


United States consular officers in Great Brit- 
ain have been instructed that only one fee of Is 
6d should be exacted for administering Oaths in 
connection with quadruplicate or triplicate 
invoices when such oaths are considered neces- 
sary. 

The Collector of Customs at New York has 
been instructed that the proper course of ac- 
tion to pursue in all cases where invoices are 
not made out in the weights and measures of 
the foreign countries whence the goods are 
imported, is to refuse to allow entry to be 
made on them. 

The Treasury Department holds that so- 
called extracts of tamarinds are dutiable at the 
rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
visions of the tariff act relating to ‘‘all medici- 
nal preparations known as extracts and of 
which alcohol is not a component part.” 


The acting Secretary of the Treasury has is- 
sued a circular to customs officers calling their 
attenti6n to the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of Oberteuffer, et al 
against Robertson, which was in effect that 
neither the cost of the cartoons and other in- 
side coverings of imported merchandise, nor 
the charges incident to the packing of goods 
for shipment, are elements of dutiable value, 
and instructing them to apply the rule laid 
down in this decision to all future importa- 
tions and unliquidated entries, and also entries 
where the requirements of law as to protest. 
appeal, institution of suit, etc., have oeen fully 
complied with. 

The Treasury Department has received many 
letters from importers, asking that {certain en- 
tries at the port of New York, where they were 
“compelled,” as they allege, to add the cost of 
eartons, tiilots, etc., may be liquidated by the 
exclusion of such cost of cartons, etc., in ac- 
cordance with the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Oberleuffer against Rob- 
ertson. Instructions have been sent to the Col- 
lector that in cases where it is found that the 
invoices or entries show the cost of such car- 
tons, etc., separate and distinct from the mar- 
ket value of the goods, the applicants are onti- 
tled to the relief requested; if, however, the 
invoices and entries simply state the value of 
the goods without any specification of cost of 
cartons, etc., no relief can be granted. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has received a 
letter from the Secretary of State suggesting 
that hereafter shipments of goods valued at 
less than $50 may te admitted to entry at the 
Custom House without the production of con- 
sular invoices, and saying that an Executive 
order will soon be issued changing the consular 
fee for authenticating invoices of goods valued 
at over $50 and less than $100, so that such fee 
shall be 50 cents. The Collector of Customs at 
New York hus been instructed to actin ac 





ers 





cordance with the above suggestion in all cases 
where he is satisfied the importers acted in 
good faith and where importations are not 
broken up with a view to evade the require- 
ments of the statute. 

Assistant Secretary Fairchild has written to 
the Collector of Customs at New York in re- 
gard to the practice of certain common car- 
riers of refusing to receive and receipt for un- 
appraised merchandise intended for immediate 
transportation to distant ports on the ground 
that the freight is too small to warrant the 
sending of a special car. He approves the sug- 
gestion of the collector that in cases of this 
kind where the importers, consignees or agents 
fail to secure transportation within the time 
prescribed by section 9 of the Tariff act, the 
merchandise shall be treated as unclaimed, bat 
adds that when the merchandise has been re- 
ceipted for by the common carrier there can 
be no question as to the liability for the trans- 
portation under its bond.

A 100-quart torpedo will bejexploded in the 
Blakeslee test oil well near Olean this week in 
order to discover if there is any oil therein. 


A second 35,000-barrel iron tank is being 
erected by the Southwestern Pennsylvania Pipe 
Line on the Gen. Hall farm near Washington, 
Pa. 


Mr. R. W. Carroll of Bradford, a well known 
oll man, visited in the city last week. He 
rightly thinks that New York is the boss place 
for fun. 


In imports from the United States, kerosene 
oil takes the lcad, large quantities arriving 
from America by steam and gail.—U. S. Consul 
at Bombay. 


Fisher Brotbers have leased several hundred 
acres of landin the extreme southern part of 
Washington county, and will test the oil quali- 
ties of that section. 











Major W. C. Armor of Bradford, business 
manager of the lively and reliable Petroleum 
Age, is spending a few days in town in the in- 
terest of his journal. 


Miller, Gilchrist & Co., have completed a well 
on lot 566, southwest of Clarendon and west of 
Cherry Grove one mile. It is reported a failure 
no sand of any worth having been found. 


The Associated Producers now own through- 
out the region about 2,000 acres of oil property. 
They own 85 producing wells and are expend- 
ing annually as much,us they earn, if not more. 


A well is talked of between Spartansburg and 
Corry. It is demonstrated almost beyond a 
doubt that there is no oil formation as far west 
as Spartansburg or north as far as Corry. —Bliz- 
zard, 


It is reported that the Fisher Oil Company, 
whose headquarters are at Butler, have made 
arrangements with P. L. Kimberly of Sharon, 
whereby the latter isto pay them $120,000 per 
enoum for gas to run his miils. © 


During nine months of 1885 17,000,000 poods of 
petroleum were exported from Russia. The 
U. 8. Consul at Chemnitz writes: In spite of all 
the Russian efforts, we hold our own in Ger- 
many in the petroleum import trade. 


The Pilot Chart of the North Atlantic ocean 
for February has been issued by the hydro- 
graphic office. There are a number of reports 
from captains sayirg they have used oil on 
rough seas,and it bas proven very effective. 


It is reported that Joe Craig has purchased a 
half interest in the Smith well and lease at 
Wasbington, for $75,000. Messrs. Dyer, Pfeffer 
and Roch are said to have sold out, leaving 
Craig, Willets, Coleman and Young as the pres- 
ent owners. 


It is estimated that Griffith, owner of war- 
rant No. 3175, Kane, has realized over $100,000 
out of his hemlock patch on the strength of it 
being producing property, The indicationsare 
that the returns from the investment will be 
very light.—Bradford Star. 


The quantity of kerosene imported into New 
South Wales during 1884 was larger than that 
of any other year in the history of the colony, 
and consisted of 776,704 gallons. The imports 
of kerosene into the colony of Victoria during 
the same period were much larger; 


The largest oil well in the Ohio field was 
developed last week on the Moore and Brother 
ton territory. Oil shot into the air to the 
height of seventy feet when the tools were 
withdrawn. They were replaced to keep the 
oildown. This well will exceed 150 barrels per 
day. 

Nearly enough land has been leased in Cairo 
and Catsxill townships at 25 cents an acre to 
begin the operation of boring for natural gas. 
It has long been known that natural gas exist- 
ed along the Catskill creek, and in times past 
has burned readily when ignited at its outlet,— 
Albany Journal. 


Only $39,500 worth of kerosene oil is credited 
to the United States as her share of imports 
into Ceylon during 1885. The U.§. Consul at 
Ceylon writes that $69,800 worth of the same 
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commodity was credited to British India,which 
country of course got it from America. The 
direct American imports during the year were 
27,508 cases. 


It is expected that the work of drilling will be 
commenced this week on the first well of the 
Gaines Oil Company, The well is located about 
two miles west of Gaines, in Potter county. It 
is said that the company has leased 11,000 acres 
of land in Tioga and Potter counties and pro- 
pose to make a thorough and fair test for oil 
or gas.—Wellsboro (Pa.) Agitator. 


Application has been made at Harrisburg, 
Pa., for a charter to the Dauphin Light and 
Heat company of Pittsburg, to deal in patent 
rights involving designs for manufacturing gas 
for illuminating, heating and fuel purposes. 
The Directors are Andrew Fulton, Wiliiam 
H. McCleary, A.C. Robertson, Vincent Stevens, 
W. M. Ogden and Robert P. Frazer. 


Oil men who remember the smash of the 
Tuna Valley bank at Bradford during the panic 
of 1884 will rejoice with the depositors over 
the announcement that Whitney & Wheeler, 
the proprietors, will make a final payment of 
37% per cent on and after February 10th 
through the assignee T. P, Thompson. The 
claims against the estate will be paid at 100 
cents on the dollar. 


The contract between the American Loan & 
Trust Co. and the Consolitated Stock & Petro- 
leum Exchange for the clearance of Oil Certifi- 
cates bas not been renewed. Several financial 
institutions bave made propositions for the 
business, and the Governing Committee will 
hold a meeting and consider them. Itis prob- 
able that the Exchange will establish and main- 
tain its own clearing house. 


A seven story brick front tenement house 
200 feet wide by 165 feet deep is about to be 
erected on Franklin street between Java and 
India streets, Brooklyn, by the Standard Oil 
Company. It will be mainly used for the ac- 
commodation of their employes and there will 
be apartments for 165 families. This will be 
the largest tenement house ever erected in this 
country and will cost $300,000. 


The Buffalo council committee bas decided 
to grant to the Natural Gas Fuel (Sandard) 
Company permission to lay mains and branches 
through the streets of that city. The company 
is required to give a bond of $100,000. The 
company is required to begin laying pipes by 
August 1, 1886. The gas to be furnished is to be 
for fuel and heating purposes only. There is 
considerable opposition to the grant, and the 
fight is not ended. , 


The Standard Oil Company authorities from 
New York are said to have visited Warren, 0O., 
for the purpose of investigating the prospects 
of Trumbull county and the Western Reserve 
for natural gas. Their presence is due to the 
fact that recently a prominent oil man named 
William B. Burke, of Jonesboro, Pa., had 
started a company composed of local citizens, 
each subscribing to the project, and paying 80 
much for the profit or loss. 


The most significant thing that can be said of 
field developments is that concerning the Smith 
well at Washington. This well, without agita- 
tion, has produced from 13 to 16 barrels per 
hour since being drilled in and none are found 
willing to bet that it will not prove a gusher of 
extraordinary proportions when drilled in. 
The Derrick reports the Frederick well a fail- 
ure. If this be true it gives the Mt. Nebo dis- 
trict a set-back, for a time at least. 


There are thirteen iron storage tanks belong- 
ing te the pipe line company between Macks- 
burg and Elba, and ranging in capacity from 
10,000 to 35,000 barrels each, and with a total 
storage capacity of probably 300.000 barrels of 
oil. There are quite a number of new rigs go- 
ing up north of Elba, but operations are sus- 
pended for the present awaiting the develop- 
ment of the well near Elba depot, now said to 
be near the third sand.—Nobie County (O.) Re- 
publican. 


The latest gas strike is at Gardenville, three 
miles east of Buffalo, N, Y. A well was put 
down for salt, gas or oil. At a depth of 1030 
feet gas of good quality wasstruck. A gauge 
placed on the well for a short time indicated a 
pressure of 80 pounds, which was still increas- 
ing when the gauge was removed. A meter was 
placed in the well, and a flow of 144,000 feeta 
day indicated. This flow comes through 1000 
feet of water, and shows an enormous pressure 
and volume of gas. 


The Naphtha Production Company, formerly 
Nobel Brothers, St. Petersburg—From the re- 
port just issued we learn that the sale of naph- 
tha in 1881 was 2,700,000 pouds; in 1882, 3,400,000 
pouds; in 1883, 5,200,000 pouds; in 1884, 8,500,000 
pouds; and tn 1885, in spite of anfavorable cir- 
cumstances, 10,000.000 ;pouds. The profit for 
last year was about 2,000,000 roubles. The Baku 
journal, Kaspi, reports that the company is 
about to amalgamate with the Caspian Naphtha 
Producing Company. 


Operators who are inspecting the territory at 
Findlay with the assistance of the drill, are 
coming to the conclusion that this place isa 
little treacherous, although it has not proved 
80, yet the dip of rock would indicateas much. 
The Findlay well is flowing 32 barrels per day 
through the casing. The sand was tapped ut 
this well at the depth of 1265 feet and finished 
up at 1321 feet. In the western part of the 
town there isa big gaser, and as operations are 
principally in the town it makes the producer 


of Findlay look a little skittish, so to speak.— 
Bradford Era. 


Drilling operations, except in the Oil Springs 
district, are very quiet, and there the produc- 
tion is not increasing very visibly. Consider- 
able glycerine is being used, but principally in 
old wells and in the endeavor to maintain the 
production. The production has we believe, 
declined to a controllable point, and it remains 
with the producers themselves to keep it so and 
refuse to be tempted by the prospects ofa 
slight advance in price to plunge the drillin 
the reckless'way that characterized the fall of 
1882, and which is largely responsible for the 
depression we have so long languished under.— 
Petrolea (Ont.) Topic. 


An oil strike, in which Pittsburgers are in- 
terested, was made yesterday in a prospecting 
well on the Patterson homestead, situated 
about sixteen miles from the Washington fluid, 
atasmall place known as Patterson's Miils- 
The drilling of the well was not known to the 
trade. At a depth of 1,400 feet, it is said the 
drill encountered the oil sand, and the fluid 
made its appearance in large quantity. The 
interference from salt water, however, com- 
pelled a vessation of work. Repairs to the 
casing were at once commenced, and as soon as 
they are finished drilling will be resumed. The 
owners of the venture contracted to sink the 
well 2,000 feet. If the well proves to be a good 
one it will open up a new territory.—Pittsburg 
Chroniele-Telegraph. 


After being idle for a considerable length of 
time the drill has again been started in the test 
well which is being put down for oil at Snyder 
Station, near Blairsville, Pa. Some time since 
gas was discovered to be escaping from a 
crevice in the earth near that point, and a party 
of local capitalists formed a syndicate witha 
capital of $2,000 to test the question of whether 
there was oil beneath that gas. The well was 
put down to adepth of several hundred feet 
and then abandoned. The projectors now think 
that they can at least get asufficiertly good 
supply of gas to make their investment a 
profitable one, and work has therefore been 
resumed. They have contracted for a depth of 
1,700 feet. 


The Camden Consolidated Oil Company of 
Parkersburg, W. Va., it is announced, will 
erect 13 additional stills and a plant forthe 
manufacture of gasoline. Besides, the com- 
pany has under consideration the building of a 
“pressing plant” for the manufacture of paraf 
fine of al) grades. The present capacity of the 
works, which has now six stills in operation, 
amounts to about 900 barrels per day. With 
the additional stills the daily output of refined 
oil will approximate 8,000 barrels daily. The 
gasoline works will be a new industry and the 
necessary buildings and machinery will cost 
about $25,000, The paraffine works have not 
been ordered built, but it is thought by the 
company’s attaches that their establishment 
will be commenced as soon as the frost is out 
ofthe ground. The total outlay for the im- 
provements will aggregate more than $100,000. 


The prolific rock, from all appearances, con- 
tinues to grow somewhat thin as it proceeds 
southward. The Craig & Cappeau No. 2 did not 
prove nearly as large as No. 1 and the Kennedy 
experiment, which lies still further south, is 
making a very poor showing for an extention 
of what was supposed to be a field of anywhere 
in the neighburhood of from 8,000 to 15,000 acres 
of good drillable territory. The smallness of 
this venture will help to shake the theory that 
the rich streak of the Craig & Cappeau wildcat 
stretches its narrow but very productive stream 
of crude underneath the land in this locality. 
Some sanguine believers insinuate that the ex- 
periment is located very near the southern 
edge of the belt for which they are so eagerly 
looking, The venture made from 46 to 45 bar- 
relgin the first twenty-four hours.—Bradford 
Era, 


The usually quiet villageof Allegany is some- 
what excited over the developments in the 
Conroy test oil well on the Freeland farm near 
that village, The well was recently reported 
down to.a depth of about 950 feet, with no 
traces of petroleum. It now transpires that it 
is a genuine oil well,and no mistake, though 
how much of a one none but the directly inter- 
ested parties can tell, and itappears that they 
are inclined to make it a mystary. We are 
creditably informed that the well made a flow 
yesterday afternoon deluging the derrick with 
the greasy fluid, and that a second flow was 
made to-day. The drilling was finished to-day, 
and the derrick closed against all spectators, 
and the drillers refuse to give information in 
regard to it. There i3 no doubt about there be- 
ing oilin the well, and Allegany people are 
sanguine and enthusiastic over the result. The 
well is located about eighty rods east of the 
old Woodmancy well, which, it is claimed, was 
never thoroughly tested, but has produced by 
pumping a small quantity of oil fora number 
of years.--Olean Times

Scheide, Joseph Seep and C. N. Payne of Titus- 
ville, and J. R, Campbell of Oil City, each con- 
tro) ten shares, The gentlemen named are also 
directors, while George W. Colton of New York 
City is Treasurer, The application will be re- 
turned, inasmuch as Pennsylvania cannot 
charter a company to do business in New York 
State. After being properly amended the char- 
ter will be granted.

An Important Glycerine Case Decided. 


At the opening of the February term of the 
United States Court in Cincinnati on Monday, 
Judge Baxter handed down bis decision in the 
patent case of R. A. Tilghman avainst Proctor 
& Gamble, awarding Mr. Tilghman damages 
amounting to $84,000 for the infringement of 
his patent. This patent, which is the founda- 
tion of all the processes used for the manufac- 
ture of glycerine, bas been a long while before 
the courts, many questions being raised in the 
different suits, all hotly contested, the decision 
of which have been of great interest to patent- 
ees. The construction of the famous Bell te'e- 
phone patent by the courts, for instance, being 
based upon the law laid down by the Supreme 
Court in the case of Tilghman vs. Proctor, de- 
cided in 1882, 

In the case just decided Mr. Tilghman was 
represented by George Harding and F. T. 
Chambers of Philadelphia, and Proctor & Gam- 
ble by R. H. Parkinson and W. M. Ramsey, of 
Cincinnati, and C. B. Collier, of New York. 
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Interviews on the Rebate Plan. 

The rebate plan is a prolific subject just now; 
there seemsto bea general inward inquiry of 
what next? and a waiting expectancy for 
something unusual to transpire. The editorial 
in last week's issue of this paper has attracted 
widespread attention and the suggestions con- 
tained therein have served as sul jects for com- 
ment. The letter of Dr. Humphreys and the 
communication from the proprietary commit- 
tee of the N. W. D. A., published in last week’s 
issue, also attracted eonsiderable notice as was 
evidenced by the talk of jobbers and several 
proprietors of this city, among whom a repre- 
sentative of the REPORTER circulated during 
the week in order to get an expression of opin- 
ion upon the subject in band, 

Mr. D. C. Robbins, of McKesson & Robbins, 
replied in answer to interrogatories:— 


I have never had but one opinion in regard 
to this rebate plan—that it favored the small 
jobber and did not promote the interests of large 
houses more centrally located fortrade, In 
other words it tends to localize trade, to pro- 
mote a course of business which is in general 
accord with the tendency of the times. I have 
always contended that the control and direc- 
tion of this matter should properly rest with 
the manufacturer. If a manufacturer is con- 
vinced that the rebate plan will promote his 
joterests in the distribution of his goods the 
system will be maintained, but notif other- 
wise, I cannot agree with the OL, 
PAINT AND DrvuG REPORTER in the pro- 
priety of allowing two or three or more 
jobbers to combine their orders or in allowing 
permissson to exchange goods cn equal terms. 
The rebate plan is well devised to promote the 
interests of Jarge manufacturers whose goods 
are well established, and being 80 are exposed 
to the cutting of prices. Fur a manufacturer 
to apply the rebate plan to new articles recently 
introduced, I regard asagreat mistake, because 
such a party must resort to every honorable 
means to introduce bis go: ds and make con- 
cessions which are not requ'site for established 
goods. The rebate plan, like ¢very other plan, 
should be placed within estal lished rules and 
all rules and all contracts should be carried out 
in good faith or abandoned. This system should 
only beapplied to prominent and well establieh- 
ed goods. It has received much too wide an ap- 
pheation and bas been unnecessarily applied to 
many articles for the reason that no proper 
account has been taken of circumstances. 


Mr. Geo. J. Seabury of Seabury & Johnson, 
said;—The entire jobbing drug trade has a pro- 
nounced affection for the strict maintainance 
of the Rebate plan and they will undoubtedly 
champion its survival. As for the manufac- 
turers who have entered the plan, there is but 
one course for them to pursue in order to sus- 
tain the wholesale trade in the protection the 
plan ensures, and that isto suppress apy Op- 
ponent, by a united refusal to deliver goods, 
until their unconditional surrender, and 
agreement to sustain the plan. That is 
our positicn; when J. D. Park & Sons 
applied for supplies we refused, and still re- 
fuse, although they have signed a contract to 
keep conditions so far as our goods are involv- 
ed, but under protest; a crafty method that we 
fear would allow them to cut rebate goods 
supplied under such contract, to the disadvan- 
tage of competitors. Such deliveries would 
only increase the evil sought to be suppressed. 
To be successful and end the opposition of any 
distributor, is for all proprietors to refuse point 
blank to deliver goods, and to request whole- 
gale dealers not to supply violators surrepti- 
tioudy. If proprietors act as a unit ang 
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wholesalers assist by not transferring goods 
that could be consi¢ered contraband, John D. 
Park & Sons must surrender. The editorial in 
last week’s issue is a very able interpretation 
of the situation, in which are involved some 
small but very important matters that sooner 
or later must be decided by wholesalers and 
proprietors. 

Mr. W. 8, Mesereau, of the firm of W. H. 
Schieffelin & Co. said; “I am sorry that any 
house finds it necessary to take ite support 
from the rebate plan. The proprietors will 
find the majority of the trade in favor’ of hav- 
ing itsustained. I don’t think that the quan- 
titles established for regulating the sale of the 
goods too large for small jobbers. Proprietors 
cannot regulate the quantities for different sec- 
tions of the country according to the amount 
sold, as they must be uniform throughout the 
country, and the clubbing together of small 
jobbers would be a violation of the contract 
plan by having the goods divided up. Pro- 
prietors should enforce the terms of their con- 
tract and refuse to sell any one who breaks 
that contract.” 

Mr. Louis Lehn of Lehn & Fink—Am very 
much in favor or the rebate plan; we live up 
to it in the spirit and Jetter of the agreement 
and would be very sorry to see it abolished. 
The patent medicine business has run 
smoothly under that plan and we hear of no 
complaints from either side. Most jobbers 
view atasa wood plan. Am not in faver of 
any change and don’t think jobbers should be 
given goods for distribution, as retail dealers 
would expect the same treatment. The pro- 
prietors have no right to discriminate. It is, 
of course,an open question as to the rebete 
plan being the best method for regulating 
trade. I know it bas been a great benefit to 
jobbers of the United States and they want it 
sustained. 

Mr. Geo. C. Goodwin, of Boston, who is a 
member of the committee on proprietary 
goods, for the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, was met in the office of Mr. C. N. 
Crittenton last week and the rebate plan was 
discussed pro andcon. Mr.Goodwin said he was 
not at the last meeting of the committee and 
didn’t know what wasdone. He acknowledged 
to baving made more money out of the rebate 
plan and would like to see it continued. The 
small dealers, in his opinion, were as much 
benefitted us the large ones from the fact that 
the quantities they can buy are much smaller 
than they used to be—even more than one-half 
smaller. He didn’t know of asingle Boston 
house complaining of the quantities of any 
articleon the yebate list, and did not think 
that the smaller jobbers wanted the quantities 
reduced. If the arguments of Messrs. John D. 
Park & Son were known, he thought they could 
easily be met; if they are to be allowed to secure 
goods by signing under protest, other houses 
should be allowed to do the same. The main- 
tenance of the plan rests with the proprietors, 
and it was Mr. Goodwin’s emphatic opinion 
that proprietors should refuse to sell goods to 
any one who cuts prices, 

Mr. C N.Crittenton said that Mr. Goodwin 
expressed his opinion toadot. The plan has 
worked nicely he said and his house had no 
particular cause to complain. There bas been 
some variation in the division of stocks and 
prices, but the operations have not been bold 
enough to affect the contract plan, The group- 
ing of jobbers together for a division of the 
goods he thought would destroy the plan 
soener than anything else, as every retailer 
would be a wholesale druggist. The smail job- 
ber can buy from the wholesale dealer and get 
his 5 percent. from the manufacturer’s price 
and in this transaction he is as much favored as 
the larger jobber. Mr. Crittenton did not think 
the plan could be satisfactorily altered. 


Mr. E. G. Wells, manager of the house of C, 
N. Crittenton, was inclined to think that pro- 
prietors were not square who would deliber- 
ately sell goods to a house when having proof 
that such a house is openly or secretly violat- 
ing the contract plan. Proprietors are gup- 
posed to be acting independently of each other 
in this matter and rebate their goods individu- 
ally—not as an association. This he considered 
the worst element of weakness of the method, 
as there should be an association of rebaters so 
that they could act as aunit when a case comes 
up for consideration. Mr. Wells wanted to 
know what would become of the large jobbers 
ifthe smaller ones were allowed to buy ina 
lump and then divide the goods to suit them- 
selves. He showed by example that a small 
jobber is equally benefitted on the 
bulk of the business; if he buys 
one hundred dollars worth of Ayres’ goods, he 
can sell them at the same price as Crittenton’s 
house quotes and derive his full shareof profit. 
There was no doubt about the rebate plan being 
observed better in New York city than anywhere 
else, as all the houses when out of certain goods 
buy their small lots outright as needed from 
others in the business, instead of sending their 
value in substitutes. 

Mr. W. H. Hall of Hall and Ruckel said that 
their travelers report a method of competition 
in the sale of articles not rebated in connection 
with those that are on the list, which is becom. 
ing general. Where both classes of goods are 
included in a bill, the articles not rebated are 
marked down to or below cost, the seller rely- 
ing on the sale of the rebate goods for his 
profit, This system of doing business is almost 
exclusively confined to travelers who offer 
these inducements to make sales when not con- 
fiicting with the rules of the houses they repre- 
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methods usually employed in the testing of 
these materialls, and suggested a few modifica- 
tions. One of the chief points of interest was 
in connection with the use of sodium bichro- 
mate instead of potassium bichromate in dyeing 
and calico printing. Bichromate of soda, 
although a penny per pound cheaper than bi- 
chromate of potash, contains about the same 
percentage of chromic acid (the valuable con- 
stituent), and the author showed, by experi- 
ment,that in the production of chrome yellows 
the former gave results quite equal to the lat- 
ter. The most important part of the paper was 
that devoted to the consideration of the re- 
spective values of tartar emetic and its substi- 
tute, about which there is considerable differ- 
ence of opinion among various authorities. 
The author exhibited samples of cloth and 
yarn which had been dyed in his laboratory 
with different anilice colors, and which proved 
the superiority of the oxalate over the tartrate 
in uni-dyeing. This result is doubtless due to 
the fact that the oxalate dissociates much more 
easily than the tartrate, and consequently fixes 
the tannic acid more quickly and more com- 
pletely iu the fibre. The author stated that he 
had not had any practical experience in the use 
of the oxalate for fixing complicated printed 
patterns, but he had beeninformed by the man- 
ager of one of the largest print works in the 
neighborhood that for some time past they had 
been using the oxalate instead of the tartrate 
for every style of work with complete gatisfac- 


tion, 


sent.™ Mr. Hall considered it a bad feature of 
the rebste plan and did not think many houses 
would permit their goods to be sold in such a 
fashion. The plan worked splendidly he said 
until this new method of competition annoyed 
the trade, but a man cannot be prevented from 
giving his goods away if he so desires. Mr. Hall 
expressed himself as being in favor of the 
rebate plan so long as it works well, and if he 
didn’t want to support it, he would notify the 
committee that at a certain specified time he 
would withdraw from all obligations on that 
score. 

Mesars. Van Duzer & Co. did not have time 
to discuss the question at the time of the rep- 
ortorial visit.

The Ayer Patent Medicine Seizure. 


The custom’s seizure, at Montreal, has not 
yet been brought toa settlement. It will be 
remembered that action was taken in Novem- 
ber last, by Deputy-Collector O'Hara, and Ap- 
praiser Ambrosse. The latter gentleman was 
formerly a druggist in ‘Montreal, and is at 
present one of the most prominent supporters 
of the Quebec Pharmaceutical Association, and 
well known to many of our readers. On in- 
vestigation it was proved that Messrs. Ayer & 
Co. had entered goods below their value at the 
various ports of Montreal, ana St. Johns, P.Q., 
Toronto, Hamilton, and London, Ont.; Hali- 
fax, N.8., and St. John, N. B. From evidence 
given it is also probable that this practice has 
prevailed during the past fifteen years, but, by 
the Tariff Act, the Governmert is debarred 
from instituting proceedings on any transac- 
tion extending back over three years The de- 
fence of the Messrs. Ayer was conducted by 
Mr. Donald Macmaster, Q. C., who submitted 
all the evidence obtainable on behalf of his 
clients, but, on consideration of the case by 
the Minister ot Customs, it was decided that 
the firm was indebted to the government in 
the sum of $147,000 for unpaid duty, and a pen- 
alty of fifty per cent.on the amount, for the 
systematic breach of the Tariff Act. The firm 
were notified to pay these sums by December 
st, last, but a further delay was sranted on 
account of the absence, in Europe, of the de- 
fendant’s counsel. The goods in question were 
meanwhile transferred from the bonded ware- 
house to the Queen’s warehouse, so that in case 
of their confiscation and sale, in default of a 
settlement, the trade would have an oppor- 
tunity of examining possible purchases, 

It was lately rumored that a compromise 
was under negotiation, but this has bcen de- 
nied, and according to latest reports, it is as- 
serted that unless settlement is at once made 
application will be made to the Court of Ex- 
chequor for power to dispose of the goods. 
From this it would appear that there must be 
some legal technicality which prevents the un- 
fettered action of the Custom’s department.— 
Canadian Pharmaceutical Journal. 
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History of Jobst’s Quinine Factory. 


On the occasion of the hundredth birthday of 
its founder, the firm of Fridrich Jobst in Stutt- 
gart, have issued a complete history, in six dif- 
ferent languages, and in handsome book form, 
of its existence up to date; showing its progress 
and how it has gradually reached the promi- 
nence it now occupies, especially in the manu- 
facture of quinine and its salts. 

We extract from the copy presented to usthe 
following: 

“The house was establisned in the year 1808 
by Fridrich Jobst, grandfather of the present 
proprietors. In consequence of the gradual 
increase of business, as druggistsand manufac- 
turers, a branch house was opened in Coblenz 
(Rhenish Prussia) in 1838, 

In 1828 the preparation of quinine, whic!) had 
been discovered a few years previously, was 
begun. In 1843 the sons of Fridrich Jobst, viz., 
Fridrich Jobst Jr., and Carl Jobst entered the 
tirm as partners. 

After the death, in 1858, of Mr. F. Jobst, Jr., 
and in 1859 of Mr. F. Jobst, 8r., the reins of 
power were taken up by the younger son, Car] 
Jobst, and held by him until 1872. 

In 1865 Julius Jobst, son of Fridr. Jobst. Jr., 
became a partner. 

In 1864 the chemical works at Feuerbach were 
completed, and the manufacture of quinine un- 
der the able management of the well known 
authority on alkaloids, Dr. O. Hesse, was 
greatly extended, and the preparation of mor- 
phia and santonine commenced, 

In 1872 Mr, Alfred Jobst,son of Mr. Carl 
Jobst, joined as partner, 

The factory is the oldest of the larger quinine 
manufactories of Germany. 

At the present time the people occupied at 
the various establishments number about one 
bundred.”

Examining Dyeing Materials. 


At the last meeting of the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry Mr. Rowland Williams, F.C. 8., 
read a paper “On the examination and analysis 
of certain materials used in dyeing and calico 
printing.”” The following substances were 
treated of: Alizarine, starch, British gums, 
gums Arabic and Sepegal, Persian berries, 
bichromates of soda and potash, yellow prus- 
siate of potash, tin crystals, acetate of lead, 
alum, sulphate of alumina, red liquor, iron 
liquor; bleaching powder, bleaching liquor, 
glycerine, oleine, soluble oil, tartar emetic, and 
its substitute, antimory potassium oxalate. 
The author gave his experience of some of tho

The Washington Oil Field. 


The Washington field, writes a correspondent 
of a Pittsburg paper, has been doing business 
long enough now to admit of some conclusions 
being drawn. A well-known oil man, who has 
paid considerable atiention to the field, says 
that in his estimation it is good for a produc- 
tion of 2,000 to 3,000 barrels per acre of actual 
territory. Figuring on the smaller of these es- 
timates, though he thinks the larger will be 
nearer right, he says the area already defined 
is capable of an aggregate production of 4,000,- 
000 barrels, three-fourths of which ought to be 
brought to the surface within the next three 
years. The same gentieman figures the Kane 
field, developed and prospective, at 1,500,000 
barrels aggregate production, and he expects 
two-thirds of thisamountto be produced this 
year. Another gentleman figures Washington 
at 8,000,000 from the aspect of present develop- 
ments,as indicating a certain amount of sure ter- 
ritory, some of which is not actually within the 
range of the present developed area. He figures 
Kane as capable of producing 3,000,000 barrels, 
It is needless to say that one of these isa bull 
and the othera bear. The public is welcome 
to its own conclusions between the one figur- 
ing on alittfe more than the already defined 
areas, and the other calculating on expansion 
to double the defined area. There is plenty of 
time to figure on these estimates, as it will ve- 
quire at least a month to define the exact area 
of the Kane field, and no less than three 
months to get Washington coopered. Any one 
can make his estimates of these fields and have 
them forgotten before the matter is te:ted. The 
chances are particularly good for baving them 
forgotten if they should happen to prove cor- 
rect. 

As yet there are no dry holes to mark the 
confines of tbe Washington field. There are 
rather light producers on the south, good 
straws to show the drift of the wind, but on the 
north tbere is nothing. It is not even a matter 
susceptible of anything but pure conjecture, 
which way the belt will run, if it bea belt, or 
what shape it will take if it be a pool or large 


area.

Kane is nearly in the same condition, The 
erratic dip of the sand rock, which is to the 
northward, upsets any calculations that may 
be based on the position of the anticlinals, and 
consequently leaves everything open to the 
drill, Dusters and gassers there are, but there 
are none to the north for a distance of twelve 
to fifteen miles, At an angle of 10 deg. west 
there is a gasser, four and a half miles from the 
Porter well on lot 428. On an angle of 50 deg. 
west there is another gasser at about the same 
distance. On the other side there is nothing to 
the south for a distance of fourteen miles, and 
nothing to the southeast for a much greater 
distance, except the Roy and Archer wells on 
warrant 3,778, which are claimed to be not deep 
enough for the Kane sand. Twu of these are 
healthy gassers on the Bradford sand. As yet 
the belt or pool may be figured to run in any 
direction from the present producing wells, 
and after taking into consideration the fact 
that pools have been known to run at almost 
every point of the compass, even to the north- 
west-southeast, as in the case of Thorn Creek, 
every individual may cite a precedent for his 
particular hobby.

Natural Gas Works. 
BY F. L, STEWART. 

I purpose in this letter to fulfil a promise 
made in a former one, to give the outlines of a 
theory of the origin of natural gas, which has 
gradually forced itself upon my mind as the 
only satisfactory explanation of the observed 
facts. If certain conditions of physical struc- 
ture and of chemical action are recognized as 
true in their application to this geological dis- 
trict, I think the production of this gas and all 
its observed attendant phenomena must follow 
as a pecessary result. If the gas sand, 1,300 feet 
below the surface, where some have conceived 
it to have been stored, hermetically sealed up 
ingsome unaccountable way for innumerable 
ages, cannot now on any reasonable supposition 
be regarded as its original source, where shall 
we find a birthplace for it which will satisfy 
existing conditions ? 

To guide us to a true answer to this question, 
I think .we have a clue to start with in thecom- 
position of the gas itself. Analysis shows it to 
be a compound, and that the body forming 
nine-tenths of its volume is a gas whose nature 
and properties have been thoroughly studied 
by chemists during the last hundred years, 
This is light carburetted hydrogen, and along 
with it in natural gas is always associated a 
variable and sometimes very considerable pro- 
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portion of free hydrogen. There are also 
minute quantities of carbonic acid and carbonic 
‘oxide, olefiant gas, nitrogen and oxygen. It 
has also always an odor distinctly suggestive ot 
petroleum which is not represented in tho re- 
sults of ordinary analysis. 

Since the constituents of natural gas can be 
artificially formed in the separate state, and 
afterward may be commingled in the propor- 
tions in which we find them naturally so as 
exactly to reproduce it; and since certain obvi- 
ous traits of the natural method of its produc- 
tion as exhibited in the results show some start- 
ling and suggestive resemblances to those of 
an artificial way of doing the same thing, sure- 
ly the clue deserves to be followed up, rather 
than peremptorily dismissed as a vain and pro- 
fitless speculation. 

If a national theory of the gas can be fermu- 
lated, having good claim to be accepted as the 
true one, it will do much not only to disarm 
unreasoning prejudice and to uncover mischief 
ever lurking beneath a veil of mystery assumed 
to be impenetrable—but also as it gives warrant 
of a continuance of the supply of the gas—it 
will give character and stability to all branches 
‘of busines8 based upon its use. 

I think it can be shown:—First. That under 
this part of the continent the materials from 
which the gas is assumed to be formed exist in 
such conditions and in such abundance as to 
be practically inexhaustible as long as the 
physical condition of our planet remains what 
it now Is. 

Second—That these materials are held within 
a rock-bound reservoir, suitable in shape, 
capacity and all other known requisites to 
serve the purpose of a gas-generator of the 
most perfect kind, and on an almost illimitable 
scale, 

Third—That heat, producing chemical decom- 
position of the materials so arranged and pro- 
vided, is the active energy by which the trans- 
formation of those materials into gas is effected. 

Fourth—That a receiver or a condenser can be 
proved to exist, suitable in all respects to con- 
tain the gas when produced and to hold it in 
the same condition as to temperature, density, 
etc., as that in which we now find it. 


Fifth--Proof can be furnished that proper 
connections exist between the different parts 
of this huge apparatus so as not only to secure 
the regular transfer of the gaseous products, as 
formed, into a suitable receptacle, but also a 
contrivance acting automatically akin to the 
water feeder of asteam boiler in its practical 
working is provided, by which the process of 
transformation is made continuous. By this 
means a constant exchange seems to be kept up 
between the surface and the greatest depths of 
the stratified rocks, water being regularly fed 
in and gas formed largely from its being regu- 
larly ejected toward the surface. Thatsuch a 
system of circulation exists in this region is un- 
questionable, and it seems as wonderful an 
adaptation to a special end as that by which 
the waters are continually returned to the sra, 
or that by which the circulation of the blood is 
maintained in the human body. 

In the geological structure of the country as 
at present found to exist there is evidently 
such an adjustment of the different parts to 
each other in respect to their relative position, 
form, composition, etc., as such a theory as the 
above demands. 

The facts, briefly stated, upon which these 
conclusions are based, would fill a volume and 
cannot be condensed within the limits, how- 
ever generous, allotted to an ordinary news- 
paper article. A few words in regard to each 
of the points advanced must suffice. 

The popular fancy has located a mammoth 

gas retort under these hills. The literal truth 
could not perhaps be more accurately or briefly 
expreseed. The structure of this part of the 
continent furnishes a basin or reservoir of suf- 
ficient magnitude and supplied with enough 
materials of the proper kind to turnish the gas 
in exhaustible abundance. This is the great 
coal trough, of which the Pittsburg field forms 
a part. It is over 700 miles long and nearly 
200 miles wide at its broadest part. The 
eastern rim of the trough is formed by the 
upturned beda of igenous rock resting on 
the shoulder of the Western Allegheny 
mountain rauger, and its western edge is 
in Central Ohio, where the lower rocks begin 
‘to rise rapidly again toward the surface. A 
good geological map would represent this basin 
asan immense trough, extending lengthwise 
from Western New York nearly to the Gulf 
coast in Alabama filled to the brim with many 
successive layers of rock, the coal-bearing 
strata occupying the surface. The trough is 
broad at one end (the northern) and taper- 
pointed at the other—lying like a boat on the 
sea shore, beached by the retiring tide—slight- 
ly elevated at one end and somewhat tilted to 
one side, In its central parts the depth of the 
fossiliferous rock isabout seven miles. The 
lowest of these next the bottom are stored with 
materials containing carbon—of both animal 
and vegetable origiu—in almost incredible 
quantity. The richness of the Devonian and 
Silurian rocks in these materials is well known, 
The depth of the lowest of them in the basin is 
about seven miles. But much lower down 
than these are the Laurentian rocks containing 
carbon (in the form of graphite) in still more 
enormous quantity. These, toward the south- 
ern end of the trough, are plunged at least ten 
miles below the surface. 

The doctrine of the internal heat of the earth 
and the gradual increase of heat from the sur- 
face,at the rate of about 1 deg. Fahrenheitto 


each forty-five feet of descent, is well estab-, 
lished, and it follows that the old Silurian and’ 
Laurentian carbon beds are red hot, The sig- 
nificance of allthis is in the fact that light 
carburetted hydrogen,which forms with hydro- 
gen more than nine-tenths of the whole body 
of natural gas, is always produced when water 
is brought in contact with red hot carbon. 
How thisis done we cannot take time to con- 
sider. 

Thus three of the conditions necessary to the 
gas are found to be supplied. We have the red 
hot carbon inclosed in the retort. The admis- 
sion Of water is secured through the cracks un- 
der the synclinals and by absorption through 
porous beds of rock, where streams flow over 
their outcrop along the rim of the basin. The 
constant evolution of the gas at the anticlinals 
under pressure and the infiltration of the 
water in the basins are observed wherever ex- 
ploration has reached, and are the necessary 
consequenees of the wave-like structure of the 
country itself. This reaction is continuous— 
for the water carried down cannot escape de- 
composition whenever a sufficient depth in the 
rock is reached where it encounters carbon and 
heat. 

It remains only toexplain that Nature has 
completed her work by adapting to this im- 
mense still a system of condensers or receivers, 
adequate in all respects to their office. The re- 
ceiverg are the gas sands. Their position—at 
an immense height above the heated decom- 
posing materials furnishing the gas, and yet 
low enough down in the rocks to prevent its 
undue waste by escape to the surface—is well 
chosen. The porous, open texture of these 
beds admirably adapts them to act as gas res- 
ervoirs. The amount which they are capable 
of condensing within their pores is almost in- 
credible, but the limits of this latter will not 
permit any development ofthe facts.—Pitts- 
burg Commercial Gazette. 
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The Hubl Method for Testing Oils 
and Fats.

In a recent number of Dinyler’s Polytech- 
nisches Journal, Baron Hub! describes a new 
method for testing oils and fats. The process 
at once secured our interest not only in conse- 
quence of its novely, but also on account of 
the curious reaction which it involves. 

Most natural fats and oils consist chiefly of 
the glycerides of one or more of the fatty acids 
belonging to the formic, acrylic or propiclic 
acid series. The relative quantities of the sev- 
eral glycerides in a fat are supposed to vary 
within certain definite limits, and the propor- 
tions to differ in the different fats. 

Hub)’s method is based upon the constitution 
of these fatty acids or their glycerides and their 
consequent behavior when treated with halo- 
gens. 

The fatty acids belonging to the formic acid 
series have the general formula CnH3nQ,. 
These, as is shown by the formula of 
formic acid H.CO,H, are saturated com- 
pounds, and under ordinary circum- 
stances must remain indifferent to the 
action ofan halogen. But the acids of the series 
CnH n—392, as acrylic acid CHs=CH—CO,H, 
can combine with two atoms of an halogen: 
CH.I—CHI—CO,H; and the acids of the series 
CnH n—,Oy, as propiolic acid CHSC—COzH, can 
combine with four atoms: CHI,—CI,—CO,H. 

Hubl now aims to produce these additive 
compounds of the glycerides under such con- 
ditions as will exclude the possible formation 
of substitution compounds, aad this result is 
brought about most effectually when the fat, 
dissolved in chloroform. is treated with a mix- 
ture of iodine and mercuric chlorids dissolved 
in alcohol. If then it be practical to determine 
the amount of iodine which can be added toa 
fatty acid or its glyceride, it will be found that 
the different fats and oils will abeorb different 
and almost constant quantities of iodine, ac- 
cording to the character of the glycerides 
which enter into their composition. 

This quantitative determination is made by 
adding to a known weigot of the fat or oil, dis- 
solved in chloroform, an excess of the standard 
iodine solution and allowing the reaction to go 
on for two hours. This iodine solution is made 
by mixing a solution of 25 grms, of iodine in 
500 c.c. of 95 per cent alcohol with a solution of 
30 grms. of mercuric chloride in 60 c.c. of al- 
cohol; the mixture must stand for 6 to 12 hours 
and any precipitate which may form in that 
time must be filtered out. It is standardized 
by means of a solution of sodium hyposulphite 
—about 24 grms. to the L. 

If at the end of two hours the mixture of fat 
aod iodine solution still maintains a deep brown 
color, the excess of iodine is determined by 
meaas of the standard solution of sodium hy- 
posulphite, using starch as an indicator. If, on 
the other band, the color can be made to disap- 
pear by repeatedly shaking the mixture, before 
the lapse of two hours, more of the iodine solu 
tion must be added. By means of a simple cal- 
culation the amount of iodine absorbed by 100 
grms. of the fatisthen determined, and this is 
the “iodine number”’ for that fat. 

Hubl investigeted the substance produced by 
the action of the iodine solution on c, p. oleic 
acid, and found it to be lodochloro stearic acid, 
C,H ,0,I[Cl, thus showing that the real pro- 
duct is not a simple iodine additive compound. 
This, however, does not interfere with the 
quantitative estimation of the excess of iodine 
added. Both chlorine and iodine are mona- 
tomic elements, and the atom ofj Cl which the 


HgCl, surrenders to the fat is replaced by an 
atom of I. Hence it is immaterial whether 
iodine alone or whether iodine and chlorine are 
added to the fat, nor does it matter in what 
proportions the iodine and chlorine enter into 
the combination. 

The following are some of the results of nu- 
merous experiments which were made to test 
the practical value of Hubi’s method for iden- 
tifying the different oile and fats and for ascer- 
taining whether they have or have not been 
adulterated.

Judging from these results, we can fafely say 
the Hubli method will serve as a convenient ad- 
junct to the analysis of butter. For instance, 
butters a, b and c, are samples which were an- 
alyzed by Prof. Waller, and declared by bim to 
be adulterated to the amount of 25 to 30 per 
cent. As a general means for identifying oils 
or fats it can not be safely recommended, al- 
though there are cases in which it might be 
available as for instance, in detecting mixtures 
of olive oil with sesame or cottonseed oil, or 
in general, mixtures of oils having a very high, 
with those which have a comparative- 
ly low todine number, To illustrate this, 
two sumples of olive oil are tabulated above, 
one has the iodine number 81 3, the other 1038.9; 
Hubli gives as the limits for olive oil 81.8 to 84.5; 
hence it migbt be inferred that olive oil a, is 
genuine, while b is either adulterated olive oil 
or some other oil or oils entirely. 

If the two constituents of a mixture are 
known, the amounts can be approximately as- 
certained by means of the formula,

Of the fate that enter into the composition 
of butter, olein ia the only one not derived 
from the formic acid series; we thus have an 
eusy method for determing the amount of olein 
in butter or, in fact, in any fat which contains 
in addition to ojein, saturated glycerides only. 
In examining butter we must remember that 
the composition of animal fats is greatly in- 
fluenced by the breed and age of the animal, 
its food, treatment, &c., so that different sam- 
ples of butter will have different iodine num- 
bers, or, in Other words, will contain different 
amcunts of olein. 


It is a remarkable fact, that the amount of 
unsaturated acids or their glycerides,which are 
supposed to be containedin many of the oils, 
dves not account for their respective ‘iodine 
numbers.” Cocoanut oil for example is sup- 
posed to contain only traces of an unsaturated 
glyceride (olein), yet 100 grms. of the oil absorb 
Terms. of iodine. These numbers, as Hubli 
points out, are comparatively constant and it 
seems as though they must indicate the pres- 
ence of some acids of a higher series which as 
yet, have not been found by analysis. The 
Hub! method may therefore also be of service 
in ascertaining the constitution of fatty bodies. 
—School of Mines Quarterly. 


The Separation of the Oil and Natural 
Gas Pools. 

While it is true that development of the gas 
field at first was hindered chiefly by the tardi- 
ness of capital to invest in it, that tardiness was 
but the natural result of false and conflicting 
views as to the natnre and properties of the 
gas itself, and of the essential conditions of ita 
existence. The most pernicious of these theo- 


ries and opinions came directly from the oil 
regions, and while good enough perhaps as 
applied to petroleum and the localities where 
they had their birth, but not elsewhere. 


Deductions drawn by scientific men after a 
careful study of the special conditions under 
which the oil is fouhd to exist, and the not less 
valuable opinions of unscientific but practical 
men, who looked to the drill and the sand 
pumps for an answer to every inquiry, very 
often failed utterly in their application here. 
The most cherished maxims of the oil experts 
fell into disrepute, and experience had not yet 
anything tosuggest in their place. It was not 
yet reccguized that the gas and oil regions are 
two distinct fields, and that gas development 
was essentially a new business. 


A brief examination of some of the more 
prominent hinderances to the progressof devel- 
opment may be of use here, 


It was held that surface gas, like surface oil, 
gave no indication of its existence in larger 
quantity below, and yet experiments made 
here long before the first well was struck 
proved the perfect identity in composition ard 
properties of the gas and the surface jets with 
that now obtained at the greatest depths 
reached by the drill. 


Parties employed to locate wells adopted, as 
favorable indications, certain physical features 
of this region which resemble those of the 
region in which they had obtained their best 
oil wells, and, therefore, mistakes were made 
which were both expensive and discouraging. 
On the other hand, features of physical struo- 
ture which experience has shown to be of the 
very highest importance, here passed unrecog- 
nized for a long time, because in the search for 
oil, no special value had been attached to 
them. 


It was forgotten that the circumstances gov- 
erning the accumulation and sield of oil and of 
gas, respectively, might be very different; that 
oil is a liquid, and as such, in obedience to the 
law of gravitation, inclined to seek the lower 
level in the rocks where it is found, unless 
acted upon by some superior force, and that 
the gas is an aeriform body, whose natural 
tendencies are all in the opposite direction,and, 
moreover, that it is capable of wonderful ex- 
paosion and condensation, 


The circumstances favored wildcatting, and 
the mysteries of the business were popularly 
supposed to be in the keeping of the adven- 
turer, who had the newest and most extrava- 
gant theory to ventilate. While leases were 
obtained rapidly, systematic work was at a dis- 
count, and the leases generally were so loosely 
framed as to admit of various interpretations 
of their meaning as to their most important 
conditions. This led to dispute and litigation, 
and was an effectual barrier to development in 
the territory which they covered, 


When the present supplying companies en- 
tered the fleld their antagonism to each other 
would not brook the delay to be incurred by 
accurate research, but their policy was to sift 
out the most plausible of current theories and 
act uponthem. A more considerate policy now 
rules, butin most cases it has been the result 
of a very costly experience. What has proven 
to be the very heart of the gas district and the 
best in every point of view, was commonly re- 
garded but a very short time ago as being en- 
tirely off the field. 


Among the most direct hinderances to the 
progress of development was the indeterminate 
character of the first tests, on account of the 
gas rock when struck not being penetrated 
deep enough by the drill, False indications 
were given by wells located in good territory, 
their yield, although up to the average of the 
best in other districts, being but insignificant 
by comparison with what some of the same 
wells are now yielding after being drilled 
deeper. It is not too much to say that the past 
yield of the Murraysville wells would have been 
doubled if the depth of the first wells put down 
had been increased in every case to the limit 
at which the heaviest drilling tools now in use 
would bave ceased to act upon the rock, being 
upborne by the uxpulsive force of the gas. In 
a good location it is simply a question of 
pounding until the limit is reached. 


Nor are the indications of good territory here 
at all obscure, or in any sense a matter of con- 
jecture. The great arch of rocks beneath our 
feet, which carries up within it the gas sand to 
within 1,300 feet of the surface, on the low- 
lands, is asclearly defined as one of our ranges 
of hills, to an eye accustomed to observe such 
features. Although not a surface ridge, its 
crest line or anticlinal is easily traced. For a 
certain distance on either side of that line—de- 
termined largely by the rate of dip in the rocky 
strata composing the sides of the arch—the 
productive gas territory is outlined. Itmay 
be described as a ribbon or belt of surface of 
variatle width, the central line of which at 
least is here always clearly recognizable.— 
Light. Heat and Power

This, says the Age of Steel, forced 
some consumers into the market and compelled 
them to pay the prices asked. Sales were 350 
tons refined and 15 to 20 cars common. For 
either common or refined for February or 
March delivery 435c was asked, and given. 
Messrs. Everett & Post of Chicago say under 
date of Feb. 6: “The firmness ontiined in our 
last circular has been maintained and there has 
been a very good demand noticeable for spot 
and future lead. During the week 570 tons 
have been sold to consumers at 4 40c, princi- 
pally local trade. Refiners are pursuing a very 
conservative policy, sel ers only to consumers, 
and consequently the demand is a healthy one. 
The amount of lead offering is ample for all 
present consumption, but spot lead is exceed- 
ingly scarce, and commands 4 4244c and 4 45c 
according to brand. We look for a continu- 
aace of present prices and possibly an increased 
price for spot.”’ 

The interest in white lead centers in the com- 
ing meeting of the National Association which 
ia to be held at the Murray Hiil Hotelon Thurs- 
day next. This meeting was foreshadowed in 
our report of last week, which also cited some 
of the causes demanding the attention of the 
association. The secret of the Chicago difficulty 
is found in the fact that one of the largest 
dealers in that city closed a contract witha 
Cincinnati corroding} firm last fall, according 
to the terms of which the deliveries were 
to continue beyond the limit per- 
mitted by a rule of the _ association 
adopted at Niagara and confirmed at subse- 
quent meetings of the association. As the sale 
was made at the price ruling prior to the No- 
vember meeting, the Chicago dealer was given 
a great advantage over competitors in that 
city, and even over the local corroders, who 
strictly observed the rules of the association. 
So far as can be ascertained this is only an in- 
ference drawn from a combination of circum- 
stance. At the last meeting of the association 
when the roll was called on a question to ascer- 
tain whether there were any contracts calling 
for deliveries after Dec 31, 1885, a representa- 
tive of the Cincinnati firm stated that so far 
as his knowledge extended his firm was not 
bound by any such contracts, and if this is so 
the inference above cited must be wrong, It is 
believed, however, that this representative,who 
it is said is not as closely identified with the 
white lead interests as another of the firm, 
though honest in his intention, was not thor 
Oughly posted as to the facts. This opinion is 
strenxthened by the fact that a previous meet- 
ing this o.her representative refused to affirm 
or coutradict a statement that a contract of this 
kind existed. In any event it is certain 
that the Chicago dealer who is reputed to have

WINDOW GLASS. 

There is no change for the better in the posi- 
tion of French window glass since our last. The 
same unsettled condition prevails, with no pros- 
pects of any improvement in prices. On the 
contrary, the general impression is that values 
will go still lower. Of course, business is more 
or less at a standstill, as buyers are not purchas- 
ing beyond what current wants may require, 
and these are not very extunsive at this season 
of the year. Receipts continue to flow in ata 
rate that almost paralyzes the trade. As one 
expressed it, “The man with the smallest stock 
may enjoy it, but itis poor fun to those who 
have not only large stocks here as well ason 
the way.’’ While some profess not to name less 
than 380, the bulk of the trade quote 80 and 10, 
with intimations that rather than lose an order 
they would name 80 and 15. Hence a sharp 
buyer can have his order booked almost at his 
own price if he will shop around. The present 
situation is anything but satisfactory, but how 
long it will remain so depends entirely upon 
the importers themselves, If they persist in 
this war upon each other lower prices must 
certainly prevail. As might be expected Amer- 
ican window glass is more or less affected by 
the unsettled state of the foreign glass. There 
are reports current that many of the manufac- 
tures contemplate closing their works in March 
as they are accumulating stocks and will have 
sufficient to carry them along uctil the next 
blast, if not, they can replenish with the for- 
eign. Thesuit mentioned in onr last was de- 
cided in favor of the importers. It was report- 
ed the district attorney would move for anew 
trial, but has since concluded to send all the 
papers tothe Secretary of the Treasury and 
let him dispose of it. The Crockery and Glass 
Journal of Pittsburg, in speaking of that mar- 
ket in a recent issue, says: ‘“‘The movement in 
window glass is slow, and transactions are lim- 
ited to small orders to cover immediate needs, 
Stecks are now more than ample enough to 
meet all demands, but the reported disturban- 
ces in Belgium, and the apparent tendency to- 
ward lower prices here, deter jarge operators 
from coming into the market. Well-informed 
people think that the market will be still weak- 
er before the spring is over, and that the im- 
porters are unloading to evade greater losses. 
In the West, owing to storms,there is not much 
doing, and even the local trade is quiet for the 
time being, Still manufacturers at this place 
are runping freely, and don’t seem to think 
that there is any cause for serious alarm.” 


PLATE GLASS. 


The demand for either foreign or domestic 
plate glass has been very limited during the 
week. Stocks in consequence ure beginning to 
accumulate to some extent, but as long as the 
window glass trade remains unsettled dealers 
and importers will keep prices steady at pres- 
ent discounts in order to help make up the loss 
on window glass. Should the new works begin 
operations soon and commence to offer their 
product on the market, lower prices may be 
expected to follow. For the present, however, 
they remain steady at 50 and 10 for either make.

Glass Importers have an Important 
Suit Decidedin their Favor. 

As stated in last week’s issue of the REPORT- 
ER, an important test case was commenced on 
Tuesday, February |, in the United States Cir- 
cuitCourt before Judge Shipman involving 
the question as to the proper weight upon 
which duties should have been assessed on win- 
dow glass, prior to the time that the act of 
March 3, 1883, went into effect. Mr. Samuel 
Fleischman was the plaintiff and all the princi- 
pal glass importers who paid their duties under 
protest, assisted Mr. Fleischman to prosecute 


his case, as a decision in his favor would bene- 
fitallof them. At the time of the payment of 
duty a forma! protest was entered against the 
liquidation of the entries and the payment of 
the additional duties as exacted on unpolished 
cylinder, crown and common window glass,for 
thereason that the duty was not assessed on 
the actual weight of the glass, nor on a quan- 
tity legally ascertained;| also that the duties 
were based on a fictitious or estimated weight, 
in that che whole importations were averaged 
from a few boxes weighed,and not from actual 
weighing of the whole; that in the absence of 
actual weight, ascertained in the legal manner, 
said glass was chargeable upon its invoice, or 
commercial standard weight and no more, 
which they claim to be ore pound per square 
foot for single, and one and a half pounds per 
square foot for double. 

The importers made their case so clear at the 
trial that it did nut go before the jury, Judge 
Shipman deciding that there had been no legal 
ascertainment of the weight of said glass as one 
box out of every ten should have been ex- 
amined instead cf a few from every invoice. 
This gave the case to the importers so far as a 
refund of duties is concerned, but if the law 
requires every tenth box to be examined it will 
greatly inconvenience importers. There was 
some talk cf moving for a new trial on the part 
of the Government on the plea of newly dis- 
covered evidence which consist of some ancient 
Treasury decisions, but the U.S. District At- 
terney has concluded not to move in the mat- 
ter as he has left it to the option of the 
Solicitor of the Treasury to whom all the 
papers have been sent. The importers claimed 
that in the absence of a return uf the weight of 
the glass by the proper officers, the Goverr- 
ment cannot take any greater duty than is 
called for by the invoice weight.

The vein is about vertical, is seven feet thick, 
and lies 70 feet below the surface. Shafts 


already sunk show it to be at Jeast two and 
one-fourth miles in length, which makes it the 
largest known deposit of the substance in the 
world. Pittsburg capital has already been in- 
terested in the mines, which will be fully de- 
veloped ina few months. Mr. Morrow, who is 
@ miner of 82 years’ experience, has delved in 
the earth for almost every mineral found on 
the Continent. He went into California in ’53, 
and since that time has been interestcd in 
mining from the mica deposits of North Caro- 
lina to the silver lodes of Mexico, and from the 
gold out-croppi ngs of Honduras to the copper 
fields of the Supe rior region. 

In speaking of mines and minerals, he said, 
“Mining, at the best, is a hazardous business, 
and nothing is more hazardous than the mining 
of manganese, kaoline, mica and asbestos. 


Manganese is found in Nova Scotia, Virginia, 


North Carolina and many other places in the 
country. Much of it is useless, however, be- 
cause of the presence of phosphorus in it. 
Then again, the veins very often run outun- 
accountably, just when the prospects for a 
large vein are tu all appearances the best. The 
general average of manganese will not run 
above 50 per cent pure ore. It is worth from 
$15 to $18 per ton. 

“Kaoline is the material used in making pot- 
tery. Lots of it can be found, but is almost 
worthless, because of the presence of iron in it. 
This causes a discoloration of the pottcry. That 
found in New Jersey, a bed in Ohio, and some 
deposits in the West are the best, I think, in 
thiscountry, The presence of iron also ren- 
ders mica nearly worthless, as it destroys the 
transparency which is the chief and almost the 
only value of mica. The best, and I guess 
the only paying mica in America, is in North 
Carolina. Pieces of mica that can be cut into 
sheets a foot square, brings $16 per pound. 
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This is growing to be a very valuable mineral, 
because of its being so perfect a non-con- 
ductor. It is for all practicable purposes inde- 
structible by fire, and ean be woven into cloth. 
When mined it comes out in chunks which 
have a grain that looks like frozen flax. Very 
often, however, it is found to be rotten and 
disintegrates after it is exposed to the aira 
short time. 

“It brings about $60 a ton, and is found in 
nearly every State in the Union. Valuable 
beds of it are found In Lancaster and Bedford 
counties, It is now used as a covering to boil- 
ers on steamships, where it acts as a non-con- 
ductor, where boilers must take up as little 
room as possible. I have heard of its being 
woven into curtains for theaters, because of its 
being non-combustible, It is easily miged, and 
can almost be shoveled out of the ground,”

Vegetable Oils. 

The linseed oil market here has not been dis- 
turbed from its former steady position, not- 
withstanding the developments in the West 
during the week. City domestic oil is still 
quoted at 44@45c and Western oil on spot is 
nominally held at 42¢c for prompt delivery of 
large quantities, but there is still a hesitancy to 
operate largely on the part of buyers. There 
appears to bea lack of confidence in the al- 
leged agreement to combine and there are 
doubting Thomases here who are disposed to 
think that no combination has been formed in 
the West ani that the meetings only resulted 
in a mutual desire to support prices by a pool 
arrangement, without any definite action being 
taken. From all the reports sent to this city, 
there is good revison for believing that a com- 
bination has been formed. The late talk ofa 
pool stimulated the demand for oil in the 
Chicago market, buyers being anxious to cover 
present requirements and future wants also, 
which gave the market a speculative feeling. 
Sales before the last meeting of crushers were 
made at 40c, but the advance to 4lc ordered by 
the pool is now adhered to. 

Crude cottonseed oil bas no stated value on 
this market. There are no strictly prime grades 
offering, the nominal quotations for which are 
24144@2ic or the same figures named this time last 
week. Buyers have signified their willingness 
to give the first named figure for a first-class 
article, but no opportunity is offered of doing 
business. Good oil is not offering to any ex- 
tent in the primary markets but there isa grand 
rush to unload off grades, and for these there is 
no regular schedule of values. Sellers so- 
licit bids and get what they can. They 
realize from 17 to 22c and are not moving to as 
large an extent as previously. Several lots of 
60 and 100 bbls have been disposed of during 
the week and free offerings are still a feature 
of the market. Crushers seem to be holding on 
to their choice stocks, and intending buyers 
are not inclined to assist the market byshowing 
any particular interest, for which reason bids 
are scarce and inquiries indifferent. We are 
wired from New Orleans to-night that the 
crude market is slightly stronger owing to lim- 
ited offerings of prime oil and that 23c is 
asked, ap advance of 4c from 
previous quotation. The market there is re- 
ported inactive and seed coming forward slow- 
ly. The advices from Memphis by wire also 
state that a firmer feeling is controlling prices, 
with prime crude quoted at 23}4@24c. 


Refined cottonseed oil is slightly weaker, 
owing to liberal receipts, free offerings and 
absence of important buyers of spot supplies. 
There isa general quotation of 3le for prime 
summer yellow, but it is to be considered more 
as anominal than an actual figure, as most of 
the business for the week has been done 
at a shade under, and a lower 
figure will buy, Bids are solicited and sellers 
generally are careful not to precipitate values 
by manifesting too great an anxiety to part 
with their oil. In addition to the regular rou- 
tine business at current prices, sales are ru- 
mored of between 1000 and 2000 bbis of prime 
summer yellow for delivery on monthly con- 
tracts, at 30@3ic. A good grade of summer 
yellow which closely resembled prime, was of- 
fered today at 25c without business. The off 
grades have to be sacrificed to effect sales. Some 
holders consider the market too low for profit 
and have withdrawn their stocks until a more 
favorable opportunity presents itself. ‘They 
would rather take the risk of an uncertainty 
than sell at present prices, but such holders are 
few. Winter oils are in very limited demand 
and quoted at 36@37c for yellow and 39@40c for 
white. Summer white is nominally held at 34c. 
Receipts of oil during the week at this port 
were 2,030 bbis, against 1,134 bbis for the previ- 
ous week. The New Orleans market is dull at 
29c, which is an advance of gc since last writ- 
ing. Memphis is reported firmer at 27@28c with 
good demand. Soap stock at New Orleans is 
quoted at Lge.

Holders of crude sperm oil have prevented 
business on account of their demand of $1 per 
gallon, but they expect to realize that figure 
before long. Buyers are not in the market, 
but they will probably have to cover 
their wants at the quotation as 
sellers are manifesting no signs of weakness 
The refined market has not been altered and is 
relatively below the price of crude. A change 
may be expected, however, on the first sale of 
crude at the price named, as a sale establishes 
its market value, Since Jauuary 1 only 171 
barrels of crude sperm oil arrived at New Bed. 
ford, The present stock there is 12,525 bbls. 

The market for crude whale oil is dull, but 
holders are not forcing stocks, being firm at 38 
@4Ilc for southern and northern grades respec- 
tively. Considerable inquiry is reported from 
buyers. The stock at New Bedford is 10,475 
bbls. The refined market is steady at previous 
quotatations. 

A letter from Capt. Howland, of bark Can- 
ton, of this port, reports her at sea, no lat., ete., 
November 1, with 2,050 bbls sperm and 150 do, 
whale oil all told. A letter from Capt. Childs 
of bark Triton, of this port, reports her at Bay 
of Islands December 31, with 190 bbls sperm, 160 
do, South Sea whale, 180 do. humpback oil and 
1,300 lb bone since leaving Bay of Is'ands, 

Whalebone is held firmly at $2 50 per lb, and 
has a moderate demand. The total stock in the 
United States is 327,709 Ibs. 

Crude menhaden fish oil is not in such a 
strong position as this time last week. We 
hear of no special offerings of prime oil, but it 
is understood that 28c will buy. There is no 
direct cause for the weakness except the desire 
of one holder to realize at that figure, while 
others are quoting 30@35¢c. We hear of no fresh 
transactions, The committee appointed to pre- 
sent the menhaden side of the controversy 
before the Fisheries Committee of the Senate, 
will appear before_that august body to-day.The 
menhaden men have some staunch friends in 
this fight among whom is Fish Commissioner 
Blackford, who has expressed himself in their 
favor and will probably appear before the 
com mittee in their behalf,

New Bedford Oil Market. 
NEw BEDFORD, Feb. 8, 1886, 

The crude sperm oil market has been very 
dull during the past week without sales. The 
holders are in the same position as noted in my 
last, very firm at 100c. At present that figure 
is beyond the idea of buyers but as there is no 
oil of any account to arrive before summer it 
would not be strange if the figure was reached 
very soon. 

The crude whale oil market is without any 
new features. Holders are indifferent about 
selling at anything less than the quotations of 
388c for southern and 4]c for northern. The 
market drags along with the usual duliness at

In a Candle Factory. 


To show how reportersuf the New York 
daily press treat trade subjecte, we reproduce 
the following description of candlemaking at a 
Staten Island factory, from the Mau and Ez- 
press, but will not vouch for its correctness : 

** Heavy presses with steam for motive power 
were at work on all sides. The reporter’s at 
tention was first called to the ordinary, dirty, 
yellow looking substance known as commer- 
cial tallow. This was taken outof the hogs- 
heads and thrown into tanks capable of holding 
from 3,009 to 4,000 pounds each. Lime was then 
added to the tallow, and the mass allowed to 
boil about eight hours. The quantity of iime 
added is about 10 per cent. The lime takes up 
the oleic and stearic acids, and the mass forms 
a kind of lime soap, almost as hard as a rock. 
It is then transferred to another tank, where it 
is again boiled for three or four hours by the 
aid of steam, about 10 per cent of sulphuric 
acid being added. This decomposes the lime, 
which falls to the bottom, leaving the purified 
tallow atthe top. Thisigs taken off and trans- 
ferred to open metallic pans, sixteen inches 
long by ten wide and two deep. 


“After remaining in these pans for twelve 
hours and becoming hardened, the tallow is 
transferred to bags and submitted to a heavy 
pressure in a cold press worked by strong steam 
and hydraulic power. This takes out the oil 
and bad color. This oil is saved and used in 
making soap and other materials for woolen 
mills. In order to get the stearine perfectly 
white the solid matter which is left is again 
submitted to pressure in a hot press, the leaves 
of which are heated by live steam from a boiler. 
This takes out all the oil, the pressure being at 
times equal to 600 tons. The stearine is then 
again meited, for by this time it kas become al- 
most as hard as a rock, and run into molds, 

The molds are in strong frames about as high 
a5 a man’s chest. There are ninety-six molds 
in#t frame, Under each mold is a pistén«red: 


fastened to a platform, beneath which are the 
bobbins containing the wicks. An orifice in 
each piston-rod enables the wick to pass 
through. When the wicks are in placein the 
mold the hot stearine is poured into a reservoir 
on the top of the molding frame, from a can 
holding about thirty pounds of the melted sub- 
stance, taken from tanks which have been 
heated by steam. The stearine flows readily 
into the molds, which when cooled off—for they 
are heated by steam before the stearine is al- 
lowed to flow into them—allow the candles to 
come out easily. 

The surplus stearine having been ecraped off 
from the bottom of the candles, a wooden rack 
is placed over the molds, By the aid of a crank 
the platform holding the piston-rod is raised, 
and the rods forced through the molds, This 
thrusts the candles, ninety-six at a time, into 
the rack, and at the same time draws up more 
of the wick from the bobbin. The complete 
candle holds this wick in place until the mold 
is again filled with stearine. When the candles 
in the rack are sufficiently hardened a sharp 
knife separutes the wicks connecting them with 
those in the molds, and they are sent away to 
be boxed up for shipment. And this process is 
continued as fast as the candles can be colored. 

Paraffine is the residuum of petroleum. It 
has, however, to be treated with naphtha in- 
stead of sulphuric acid, and by the same pro- 
cess as with the stearine. The pressure to 
which it is submitted for the purpose of ex- 
tracting the oil is very great. The cakes of 
purified paraffine are of a clear white and al- 
most transparent. The substance is often 
used for chewing gum, and is quite sweet after 
being purified. Yet prior to being submitted 
to the naphtha process it has both bad taste 
and odor. 

Alter purification it is placed in steam-heat- 
ed vats and again melted. Analine dyes of all 
shades are added, each color being in a separate 
vat. Similar molds and frames to those used in 
the making of stearine candles are employed. 
It takes as much time to make a Christmas can- 
dle running 144 to the pound as those that are 
larger in size. One frame will be required to 
make one pound of the small candles, while a 
similar frame could, ih the same time and with 
about the same amount of labor, produce six- 
teen pounds of stearine candles. Youths can, 
however, be employed for this paraffine work. 
After the candles are made they are taken to 
benches, where girls pack them in gross and 
half-gross paper boxes;the different colors being 
carefully arranged side by site, thns showing 
the six colors in each layer.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Feb. 9, 1886. 


Up to yesterday the market jogged on in its 
usual course. For several days it had remained 
nearly stationary at 83c. When nobody ex- 
pected it the bottom fell vut of the market and 
values dropped with a rush down to 78%ce, the 
lowest price paid tor crudesince June of last 
year. The news from the field certainly had 
nothing to do with the case. Therefore the 
crash came with sudden and unexpected 
force, 

None of New York’s traders went by the 
board, though a few houses were badly nipped 
by the break. All the news that found its way 
from Kane yesterday was of a nature to tickle 
the bulls. Four drilling wells which had en- 
tered the sand were reported as showing for 
dry holes. When this news became fully dis- 
seminated it had a cheering effect upon prices 
aod the market in the closing hour regained 
half of its lost ground. 

The activity which has pervaded the stock 
market has had the effect of drawing the Wall 
street crowd out of the oil pit, and the amount 
of grease now held by such houses as R P. 
Flower & Co. and Baron Woerishoffer, is com- 
paratively small. 

“The Standard engineered this break,’’ said 
the head of a well known house on the street. 
**The Standard thought for one thing that the 
producer, who drew his supply of oil from the 
premium white sand pools, was receiving too 
much for his oil. With the premium of about 
20 cents, the white sand producer averaged a 
dollar a barrel for the stuff. It isa known fact 
that oil can be profitably produced at that 
price, 

“The Standard also wanted to frighten out 
weak-kneed holders of long oll. Judging from 
the number of stop orders at 79c which came 
in yesterday and to-day, it has accumplished 
its object, and I do not look for another 
serious break in the market this week.”’ 


As contrasted with one year ago, there is a 
heavy advance in the amount of new work 
under way in the various oil fields. It must be 
remembered, however, that the shut down 
movement was in force during the early 
months of 1885, which accounts for the dis- 
crepancy in figures. This table, which was 
prepared by Secretary Huben,shows how work 
bas progressed in the fields during the past 
three years:

Washington and Kane are the two principal 
oil bears of the hour. During the 24 hours 
ending at 9 o’clock this morning the Dyer or 
Smith well at Washington put 295 bbls into 
tank. The Vandergrift wellonthe Hall is shut 
down on top of the Gordon sand and will be 
boarded up and mystified. The Gordon No. 2 
is in pumping order and averages 55 bbis a day. 
The Derrick summarizes other field news in 
this style: 

“The Union Oil Company’s No. 1 well on the 
McGovern farm is in the Gantz sand, with a 
small showing in that rock. It is half a mile 
south of Gordon No. 1 and a mile west of the 
Gantz well.. The People’s Heat and Light No. 2 
on the Hess farm struck considerabie gas in the 
fifty-foot. It is one-fourth of a mile due south 
of the old Hess gas well. The fact that itisa 
big gasser in the fifty-foot rock in which it 
Plays so to speak alone hand, emphasizes the 
chameleon character of this territory. The 
McKinney well on the Montgomery farm is not 
holding up to the starting point. Saturday’s 
gauge was under 20 barrels. Mr. Crocker, 
superintendent for McKinney Bros., left here 
Saturday to look after a wildcat well that Mc- 
Kinney Bros. are drilling on the Duncan farm, 
eight miles northeast of Mt. Nebo. It is in the 
direction of Thorn Creek from Nebo, and on 
Thursday last was shut down 65 feet above the 
point they expect to find the sand.

are events likely to fall within the range of to-' 


morrow’s probabilities. The Kane Oil Compa- 
ny’s well on lot 11, Griffith lease, is 30 feet in 
the sand and showing small. From present in- 
dications the Producers test well and one or 
two other drilling ventures will be added to 
Kane’s big list of dusters. Craig & Cappeau 
Porter, and the Union Oil Co are rushing up 
rigs on the northern line of lot 3,767, which is 
supposed to lie directly over the belt, A sum- 


mary of late developments in both the Kane 
and Washington pools will be found elsewhere 
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disposed of their holdings and are watching the 
struggle with interest.

The refined market to-day was extremely 
quiet, owing to the heavy slump in the certifi- 
cate market.

Petroleum in California. 

The consumption of 1885 was altogether 
about six million gallons, which is now the 
normal consumption of the coast. It is large 
and steadily increasing. A great deal is dis- 
tributed in the interior and never reaches San 
Francisco, The market was on the whole very 
good during the past year and partook but 
little of the fluctuations of the imports of the 
East. It may be said that there has been an 
increase in the business done, and that it is 
likely to keep on increasing. It is principally 
under the control of the Pacific Ceast Oil Com- 
pany, and though there are a dozen or more 
other corporations engaged in it, they operate 
with the home organization. The great bulk 
of the importations from the East come through 
the Standard Oil Company, overland, although 
individual shippers do considerable importing» 
both by rail and sea. The growth of home 
production has been one of the most remark- 
able features of the history of the trade. It is 
barely ten years old, but during that time the 
industry has exhibited the strength of a young 
giantand bas made wonderful strides. The 
present supply, chiefly from Los Angeles and 
Ventura counties, is about 600 barrels per day. 
In Santa Cruz, Santa Clara, Lake and Mendo- 
cino counties there are also good prospects,and 
altogether the area of the California oil is ex- 
tending so as now to cover nearly all the 
length of the State. The Pacific Coast Oil 
Company, Geo. Loomis, President, has the only 
refining works on the coast, and through its 
hands passes all the crude oil extracted in Cali- 
fornia. These works are situated in Alameda, 
and are complete in every respect. They have 
been run night and day for the past year. It 
makes a superior burning fluid, lubricating oil 
and naphtha—so that but for the limited quan- 
tity at present there would be no market for 
importations. The company is Vigorously 
prospecting and drilling new wells, and have 
succeeded in opening several in San Fernando 
district, Los Angeles county, and in Ventura, 
having now twenty-one in all, four of which 
are in Santa Cruz. Other companies and parties 
are also at work, and have been succeasful in 
their search, and the production this year will 


be very much greater than in 1885. 
The statistics of California production for the 
past seven years stands as follows:

During the year the Continental Oil Company 
have withdrawn from the field on this const. 
The Standard Oi] Company and the Beacon 
Light Oil Company are the principal importers, 
while the Pacific Coast Oil Company are the 
principal manufacturers. There are a couple 
of vessels on the way to leading houses, of 
which one has arrived, while the other is on the 
way.—San Francisco Journal of Commerce.

Susceptibilities of Petroleum Refin- 
eries to Fire. 

Petroleum refineries have been considered 
especially liable to destruction by fire, yet some 
of the oldest establishments in the country 
have received very little injury from that 
source, The amount of capital invested in the 
manufacture of petroleum during the census 
year was $27,325,746. Of this, $21,196,246 was 
used twelve months, $318,060 eleven months, 
$2,315,000 ten months, $2,019,000 nipe months, 
$727,000 eight months, $100,000 seven months, 
$510,000 six months, $100,000 five months, $33,000 
four months, and $4,500 three months, equal to 
$25,781,327 used for tweive months. During the 
same time the losses from fire in the refineries 
of the country amounted to $104,631, or less 
than one-haif of 1 per cent. When to this in- 
vested capital is added the total value of mau- 
ufactured products that passed through these 
establishments, equal to $43,705.218, the total 
being $71,100,964, the losses are insignificant. 
The refineries lately constructed are for the 
most part uncovered and the material about 
them that can burn is reduced to a minimum; 
but the older refineries that have not burned 
are inclosed in very substantial buildings. pro- 
vided with ample means for completely filling 
them with steam in case of any accidental! igni- 
tion of the oil. Really the danger from fire 
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depends upon the want of care exercised by 
those who have charge of the refineries more 
than upon any esrecial appliance for prevent- 
ing or extinguishing them. The great fire in 
Titusville in June, 1880, was caused by light- 
ning. Against the occasional destruction of 
property by the elements no amount of fore- 
sight or precaution will prevail.— Exchange.

Austria and the Proposed Tariff on 
Petroleum. 


A Washington dispatch to the Philadelphia 
Press reads: John M. Francis, ex-United States 
minister to Austria, has called the attention of 
Representative Brown of Pennsylvania, to the 
danger to the petroleum interests of the State 
from the practical severance of the diplomatic 
relations between this country and Austria. 
He said thatduring his stay in Vienna one of 
the most important trade matters which occu- 
pled his attention was the disposition on the 
part of the Austrian government to favor Rus- 
sian petroleum producers over those of the 
United States. It required his constant efforts 
to prevent the establishment of customs duties 
which would be practically prohibitory of the 
American product, and discriminate in favor 
of Russia. Without an American minister 
still persisting in such effort, such duties would 
be put in force very soon. Austria has been 
such a large consumer of American petroleum 
that the loss of her demand would reduce the 
trade very seriously. 

The difficuities resulting from Mr. Bayard’s 
appointment of Mr. Keiley, ani the refusal of 
Austria to accept him, have not only left the 
United States without a minister there, but 
have caused the withdrawal of the Austrian 
minister in Washington. Mr. Brown, who rep- 
resents the oil producing district, has taken a 
number of important papers which Mr, Francis 
furnished him, and is now endeavoring to dis- 
cover the best way of bringing them to the at- 


tention of Congress.

Oil Inspeetion in Iowa. 


The secretary of the Iowa State Board of 
Health has addressed an open letter to the gen- 
eral assembly concerning the matter of oil in- 
spection in Lowa, which has been briefly men- 


568,806 | tioned in these dispatches hitherto. Dr. Ken- 


nedy recites the history of the passage of the 
law in 1884, and explains that it was so done at 
the urgent request of the board, the bill having 
been drafted by an official ofthe board. He 
further says that the board prepared rules for 
the government of the inspector and his depu 
ties, and quotes from the letter of Attys. Gen. 
McPherson and Baker that the law gave them 
warrant so todo. The doctor then proceeds to 
narrate sundrv official negligences on the part 
of Oil Inspector Blanchard. The first complaint 
the board made to the attorney general was 
that the inspecter and his deputies were in- 
specting tanks and labeling barrels filled there- 
from without assuring themselves that it was 
the ol] so inspected. This was in May, 1884, and 
two months later, the Doctor says, the deputy 
at Marshalltown took samples from various 
barrels, put the stuff together, and made an av- 
erage inspection for the whole. The doctor 
says the oil accepted by the deputy was below 
the Iowa legal test. About the same time the 
board called the attention of Blanchard to the 
fact that his deputies were neglecting to efface 
the Standard Oil Company’s brand when using 
their stencils. Blanchard replied that the agent 
of the Iowa tank line at Des Moines had agreed 
to brand his barrels ‘Iowa Legal Test,” in or- 
der to obviate the rule, and that he did not be- 
lieve the agents at other points would obey the 
requirement. Dr. Kennedy then says it is un- 
derstood that Blanchard and Walker, the agent 
at Dubuque, are fellow stockholders in the Du- 
buque Zimes, and for a man who is so gentle 
in private life utters some singularly biting 
sarcasm. He closes by saying that the rule is 
still disregarded, although Mlanchard wrote 
him eighteen months ago that be had ordered 
his deputies to comply with it. 

Dr. Kennedy further recites that Blanchard’s 
agents have allowed the Standard Oil agents to 
use their stencils in their absence, and they are 
still retained; that Blanchard has shown dis- 
crimination in preventing sales by concerns 
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competing with the Standard Oil ageucies; that 
he has negiected to fill vacant deputyships 
promptiy, and has refused to increase their 
number to the needs of the State, and closes 
with some very warm paragraphs.—Paint and 
Ou Review. 








An Interesting Oil Suit. 


The case of C. W. Thompson vs. M. J, New- 
ton, was tried in the Butler county (Pa.) court 
the other day and resulted in a non-suit on 
motion of the defendant. Thompson bought 
one-fourth interest in an oil well in which New- 
ton owned one-quarter. The party owning the 
other half of the well gave the control of his 
interest to Thompson and placed him in charge 
of the property, agreeing to pay his share of 
the expenses at the rate of $40 per month. New- 
ton objebted to Thompson running the well— 
notwithstanding his control of three-quarters 
of the same—and further, gave him notice that 
he weuld not pay. Newton offered to run the 
well one quarter of the time, but Thompson 
denied him that privilege on the giound that 
“the majority interest by custom controls.” 
Only one man was vecessary to run the well. 

The motion fora compulsory non-suit was 
made for the following reasons. 

First, It is shown by the pleadings as well as 
by the testimony that the defendant and plain* 
tiffare tenants in common of this oil well and 
lease, or joint tenants is accurate, I think. That 
without the consent, but against the consent of 
the defendant, and without the defendant 
being allowed an opportunity to perform his 
part of the labor for which this suit is brought, 
the defendant relying as he alleges in his plead- 
ings as well as in his testimony, and supported 
as that is by the arguments made by the coun- 
sel, owning or controling the greater interest 
in the property, seeks and relies solely upun 
that point to make the defendant liable in this 
action: thata joint tenant or tenant in com- 
mon cannot levy contribution upon his co- 
tenant for bis own labor upon the joint prop- 
erty without an express or implied agreement 
on the part of the defendant to pay all or his 
portion of such expenses. 

The non-suit was granted on the above mo- 
tion and the Court—Judge Hazen presiding— 
entertained a motion to take off the non-suit, 
if the plaintiffs can sustain the motion by pro- 
ducing the law covering such action.

Here is a new thing in oil well drilling, The 
time is not far distant when all 556 inch holes 
will be drilled without the use of the most 
expensive portion of theset, and it has required

The Linsced Oil Pool. 


A telegram received from Chicago on Friday 
‘said: “Ata meeting here to-day, in which 80 
per cent of the linseed oil crushing interests 
was represented, the organization of an asso- 
‘ciation or pool* was agreed upon, fashloned 
after the old Consolidated Linseed Oil Com- 
pany in existence some years ago. Stock in the 
‘association wil te taken in the proportion to 
the crushing capacity of any given member, 
‘Whe price of oil was fixed at 41 cents per gallon, 
tan advasce of 1 cent,” 

Avommittee had subsequentiy been in New 
Werk with the view of talking the subject up 
‘to the crushers here, Who had not yet signified 
‘their desire to enter the pool. The New York 
‘Times referred to the matter last week in the 
following ianguage: 

“ Alexamder Euston,a heavy manufacturer 
“of Hewseed oils in St Louis, has been quoted re- 
‘cently as saying that a national linseed oil pool 
weuld be formed in a few days. Mr. Euston is 
a member of acommittee of the Western As- 
sociation of linseed crushers appointed toconfer 
with Eastern crushers,and if possible,induce the 
latter to enter a combination in order to put up 
the priceof oli. The committee was in this city 
last week, and was to make its report to-day to 
a meeting of linseed crushers at Chicago. Mr. 
Euston is quoted as stating that no organiza- 
tion would be formed unless all the crushers in 
the country, about 60 in number, should agree 
toenter. The crushers west of Pittsburg are 
members of the Western Association. The 
Eastern crushers have no association, and as 
they are about evenly divided on the question 
of combination, it is not considered likely that 
one willbe formed. Linseed oil is quoted at 
40 cents a gallon in the West andat 44 cents in 
this city. The latter price is equal to 41 cents 
in the West, but a carload was received here 
from the West not many days ago for 39% 
scents a gallon. Easternand Western men agree 
‘that the price is ruinous and that the market is 
in a bad way,but the former do not consider the 
outlook here as gloomy as it is in the West. 

“The trouble in the market dates back to 
1883. In that year the Western crop was small, 
and the Eastern men made their purchases be- 
fore the close of navigation. When Western 
buyers entered the market they found it bare, 
This condition of things put the growers and 
Western buyers on their mettle, Farmers saw 
mvch more money in flaxseed at $1 60 than in 
wheat at 80 cents a bushel. As a consequence 
the crop of 1884 was iz.mense, and it was pur- 
chased almost entirely by Western crushers. 
The price was so high that Eastern crushers 
found they could get their supply from Cal- 
cutta and other foreign points at a lower rate. 
On this acconnt from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 bush- 
els were imported, and the market was loaded 
with about the same number of gallons of oil 
more than it needed. The Western crop was 
quite sufficient for the country, but on account 
of the action of Western crushers was held 
there. The output Jast year was about 24.000,- 
000 gallons, Prices are uot likely to improve so 
long as the market is glutted.”

Balltown, Warren, Kendall, Rixford, 
Duke Center, Olean, Bolivar,Richburg, Buffalo 
and other towns, villages and places in counties 
aforesaid. The principle office or place of busi- 
ness will be at Oil City. The names of five sub- 
sbribers to the capita) stock are: Daniel O’day, 
Wm. T. Schelde, C. N. Payne, Joseph Seep and 
Bepjamin Brewster. 

It is understood that Colonel Payne will look 
after the field gas interests of the Standard, 
both in this State, New York and Ohio. The 
knowing ones say that Pitsburg will be the bat- 
tle ground of the great gas companies, and 
that the triangular fight between the Standard, 
the Philadelphia and the Chartiers Valley will 
result, perhaps, in a consolidation of the two 
latter, in which event the ends of the Standard 
would be defeated. At all events a big gas war 
is predicted for Pittsburg.—Harrisburg corres- 
pondence Pittsburg Dispatch.

The Kane Oil Field Unmasked. 


Eleven wells have been completed in the 
Kane country within 30 days, or more strictly 
speaking, since January 1, and no two came in 
alike. Six of the number it fs true, were dry, 
but each well good and bad alike, presented 
different physical features. The producers 
were irregular as to showing, and the individ- 
ualities of the dusters were as strongly marked. 
The first Cappeau was perhaps the greatest sur- 
prise of ali—firstly, by hitting oil at all; sec- 
ondly, by producing 60 much oil where so little 
was expected; lastly, by resisting improvement 
under the drill when such was generally con- 
ceded to be a mere matter of course. That 
well has been a medley of contradictions from 
the start, and the fact thatasa 2400 foot well it 
produced just as much oil through the casing 
as it willflow through two inch tubing only 
emphasizes its predominant characteristic of 
queerness, and the field taking its cue from the 
original well, has developed more eccentricity 
tothe square inch than any field of modern 
times. 

This feature crops out in various ways. Con- 
spicuously in the Simpson well, which showed 
for a large well, is in fact next to no well at all, 
and the Kennedy well on 13, which made an 
inferior showing, is as good as its companions, 
which may have put on more airs. The Simp- 
son being light on 19, ordinarily would make 
out a better case for Bayne, fuller & Melvin on 
20. But the opposite is the result. On the 
other hand, the Tennant well being a gasser, 
the Porter or Kane Oil company’s well on 426 
would seem to be a gone gosling, but this isone 
instance where the gosling stayed right at 
home and ’tended to business, while the well 
on the better location went woul gathering. 

And so it is from one well to another, every 
one different, and each successive venture 
teaching something new, and there is no dis- 
guising the radical nature of the lessons. With 
the completion of the late batch of the Griffith 
wells, the fieldmen began to flatter themselves 
that there was now no little eccentricity of 
which the field might be capable that they were 
not, so to speak, onto. But the fickle field 
had one more mask in reserve and 
played it yesterday on .the boys in a 
way they despise. The Kane oil company’s 
well on sub-division 11, Griffith lot, was put to 
the top of the sand Tuesday. Wedaesday was 
occupied in moving the boiler, making connec- 
tions and chinking the knot holes in the tank 
house, preparatory to cutting wide open on the 
following morning. All the preliminaries be- 
ing properly attended to, the Kane company 
started the drill yesterday morning. George 
Gilmor, H. B. Porter and Sam Boyer, of the 
Kane company, were present to catch the first 
flow, and Si Hughes and L. Beaumont were 
present by invitation as subscribing witnesses 
of the fact. Other field men were in the vicin- 


ity, in fact the woods were full of them, and 
every one conceded the Kane company a well 
of some kind, the only doubt being a question 
of caliber. 

The buys didn’t have long to,,wait; they cut 
her wide open with the first bit, and such an- 


The well proved a gasser of extraordinary 
pressure. They were working with an oil saver 
on and two open lead lines into the tank 
and the pressure was so great as to crack 
the barrel of the saver with an explosion re- 
sembling the bursting of a cannon. The gen- 
tlemen of the Kane Oil Company, as well as the 
subscribing witnesses who were inside, lost no 
time in Jeaving the derrick and putting a safe 
distance between the gaseous volcano and 
themselves. Asagasser the well is a success. 
The owners think that beneath it all they may 
some day find oil if the vapor ever subsides 
enough to let them drill it in. The-well has 
merely cracked the shell and the chances are 
that if the rock contained oil under favorable 
circumstances like this it would show itself. 
This result was entirely unexpected. Some 
may have entertained the hope that it would 
be dry, but no field philosopher was bold 
enough to adyance the view that it would be a 
gasser. 

No scout ever before saw in this region a 
gasser on the southern extremity of a belt as 
this one clearly is. It is about 75 rods nearly 
due south of the first Cappeau well, and not 
far from 1,000 feet southeast of Craig & Cappeau 
2, and 1,900 feet due east of Kennedy’s well on 
13. Surprising as the result may seen, it is not 
inconsistent with the theory of a north dip, 
which is amply demonstrated in the Kane com- 
pany’s well, on lot 426, where there isa dip or 
decline of 23 feet in the rock from Craig & Cap- 
eau No. 1 to the Kane well, and from the Craig 
& Cappeau 1 to the latest Kane well there must 
of necessity be a small rise, hence the gas, It 
is a great disappointment to many peo ple 
notably the Kane company, who paid $300 an 
acre forthe privilege of getting closest to the 
Cappeau well, and patient Mr. Griffith, who 
still has some unsold lands east of the Kane 
well.—Oil City Derrick. 
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Cutting Prices in the Old World. 

The last number of the London Chemist and 
Druggist sas considerable to say about the sys- 
tem of cutting prices among druggists and 
what it fleads to. It says: 

“The question of ‘cutting’ prices is now axi- 
tating the Edinburgh trade to the core. A 
meeting was recently held at which it was 
unanimously agreed to keep to the old dispen- 
sing charges; but there was a little difference 
of opinion about ‘trade’ prices for common ar- 
ticles of retail, and still more difference about 
prices of patents. Ultimately it was agreed, by 
a narrow majority, to nail the old colors to the 
mast, and to trust a discriminating and unselfish 
public to search for “quality and skilful ser- 
vice.” Some philistines said that quality is out 
of count in the patents question, and threat- 
ened to take what price they could get. 

The resolntion to keep up the dispensing 
charges is universally approved. The extrem- 
ists are willing to give in regarding ordinary 
drugs, but they insist that patents must be cut 
to the bone. Reduced price-lists are, therefore, 
keeping the printing-press going. Another 
meeting of the trade was held on January 12. 
At this meeting the question of patente again 
came up, and after a temperate and satisfac- 
tory discussion it waslagreed to keep up the 
prices. 

In Worcester store prices in drugs are play- 
ing sad havoc wich the trade. Mr. E. J. Kit- 
sop, @ pharmaceutical chemist, well known, no 
doubt, to some of the wholesale houses, claims 
to be the pioneer of this style of trading. so far 
as this town is concerned. After various ex- 
periences he has lately settled down near his 
original quarters in Broad Street, where, under 
the style of the ‘City Drug Stores,” he bids for 

public support by supplying patent medicines 
at lowest possible cash prices, and promising to 
dispense prescriptions at half the usual charges, 

While all this is going on changes take place 
—one by one the competitors quit the scene. 
Some chemists try their fortunes in distant 
spheres, others retire on the hard-earned say- 
ings of their younger days This, in little 


ne3ses in Worcester bave ceased to exist. —-———- 

Mr. Fellows, who was formerly himself a 
chemist in Canada, and who is now one of the 
most successtul among the proprietors of spec- 
ialties, issued a circular some two or three 
months since to chemists generally, calling their 
attention to the fact that certain manufactur- 
ers were vending snbstitutes for his prepara: 
tion through the country ‘to such pharmaciens 
who, not appreciating the injury and injustice 
inflicted upon themselves and the medical pro- 
fession, are induced to dispense these unrelia-. 
ble and possibly dangerous imitations instead 
of the veritable preparation.’ This ‘veritab'e 
preparation,’ according to Mr. Fellows, has 
gained the confidence of the first physicians 
every where by ‘unremitting labor, uniformity 


in manufacture, and the preservation of its 
respectability’ during the past twenty years. 
For the sake of the medical profession, of ‘our 
clients the suffering public, and incidentaliy 
for the protection of *my capitul in trade,”’ Mr. 
Fellows appeals to chemists to discountenance

The trade in drugs generally has been very 
quiet duriog the week, and not even the 
milder weather at the close had a favorable ef- 
fect upon the demand. Ina small jobbing way 
there have been quite a number of sales made 
to the small distributors, but large lots of goocs 
are hard to move. Prospects however are good, 
and dealers are confidently expecting a good 
trade lateron. There have as usual, been few. 
quotable changes inthe market, and these are 
not of great importance. The downward 
inclination of the market tor powdered 
opium continues, and a further decline 
is recorded this week. In the gum there 
is no change, the position in all re- 
spects being the same as when we last went to 
prers. There is scarcely anything doing in quin- 
ine and the improved demand from consumers 
noted last week has not continued. The only 
special feature of interest to-day is that both 
domestic and foreign citric acid have advanced 
in conseqvrence of speculation and the scarcity 
of line juice. The foreign has been temporarily 
withdrawn from the market. This has directed 
attention to tartaric acid whichis conseqnently 
inactivedemand. The principal changes in 
he market this week are noted below.

The demand for opium during the past week 
has only been moderate, thre being a percep- 
tible falling off as compared with the previous 
weeks, Single cases are not very active though 
a fair jobbing trade is in progress. Notwith- 
standing, buyers continue to manifest the same 
indifference when full lines are offered them at 
a concession, they giving prefer.nce to single 
cases to meet their current wants. The sales 
comprise 7 cs at prices ranging from $3 15@3 25 
as to holder, the latter figure being asked for 
very high test; also5cstoarrive at $310. For 
shipments to come forward during March and 
April there has been rather more inquiry 
though no important transactions are noted 
beyond the reported placing of 100 cs for ship- 
ment on private terms; but as there is so much 
mystery shown regarding this sale many of the 
large holders are inclined to doubt the quan- 
tity named and _  0price reputed paid, 

specially when it is said that a large im- 
porting firm were the buyers—who should 
possess all the facilities requisite for handling 
large lots. For broken cases there continues a 

good consumptive demand, with values grad- 

ually tending to a lower range; while the bulk 
of the orders are placed at $3 20, there aresome 
dealers who decline to name less than $3 25, 
Powdered opium was further reduced to-day 
to $4 25, at which only a limited demand is re- 
ported. 

The demand for morphine has been very 
light during the week. Buyers continue to 
purchase only ina retail way, as they are an- 
ticipating a decline by the manufacturers. 
From outside holders P & W is obtainable at 
$3 00 for eighths, while the makers continue to 
quote $310. R & S is meeting with a good 
obbing demand at $2 75@300 as to style of 
packing, while other prime city makes are pro- 
curable at prices considerable under these 
quotations, as to quantity desired, Scotch is

There is no increase shown in the demand for 

quinine since our last report. Even the Jobbing 

rade is not up to what it was a week ago 
and what few inquiries have come to hand have 
been in favor of the domestic makes rather 
than the foreign brands. The tone of the mar- 
ket, however, is steady with very little dispo- 
sity shown by the agents of foreign makes to 
increase their sales, they apparently preferring 
to book small orders rather than place large 
ones for shipment. From outside holders the 
nominal quotation is 64c for prime brande,with 
offers solicited of 624¢c, and even 60c, it was in- 
timated,would not be refused for 5,000 or 10,000 
ozs of leading makes, but when 57i¢c, 4 months 
flat, was ¢ ffered the holder concluded that the 
buyer was not very anxious to have his offer 
accepted. The general quotation named by 
agents of foreign makes ranges from 67}44@68c 
with the exception of B &8, which is held at 
70c. The result of the auction sale of barks to- 
day in London when it was krown did not have 
any perceptible effect on the market. Beyond 
the tact of the small quantity catalogued of 
1,400 bales offered, 1,300 bales found buyers 
at previous rates of 4% to 5d, the market clos- 
ing steady. [here is no change in the position 
of domestic makes, which rule steady at 73@ 
80c, as to style of packing, with only a moder- 
ate demand reported. French is now quoted at 
75e for ounces, while prime city makes are 
offered at 62@64c,as to quantity and holder,

Shellac 


A'ithough some dealers report a very good 
jobbing demand for shellac, there is no move- 
ment in large lots, and the confidence in the 
market which was felt at the close of 1885 is 
apparently giving way to an easier feeling 
There seems to have been no general increase 
in consumptive requirements, and the heavy 
stocks which from month to month remain 
about the same, make speculators shy. Any 
marked improvement inthe tone of the mar- 
ket must be the result of a largely increased 
demand for consumptive requirements, but as 
it is claimed, no doubt justly, that the bulk of 
the stock is in strong hands, and that 
not a small proportion of it is in an 
nnsalable conditior, it is currently 
believed that no material break in prices is 
probable. Prices named are on the basis of 20c 
for D C, tut sales have been made at shadings 
of Ke anditis not improbable that a greater 
inducement would be offered to a 10(-case 
buyer. The market for forward deliveries 
appears to be very firm as is indicated by a 
private letter from Calcutta. In this letter it 
is stated that recent sales to London operators 
closed out the stock of the manufacturers of 
DC and will not leave them free to entertain 
contracts for shioments earlier than May-June, 
These goods were sold at the equivalent of 20c 
laid down here. The London Commercial Record 
of January 27, says in regard to that market 
that there areas yet no signs of returning confi- 
dence in the immediate future; the demand is 
singularly dull, and that now when shellac is 
so low in the world it has fewif any friends, 
Indeed, most operators believe apparently in a 
lower depth of velue pointing to the abnormal 
abundance which surrounds us. In a post- 
script our contemporary adds that the market 
finished up with a depressed tone, and several 
parcels of second orarge pressed for sale for 
cash at low prices. The publicsales on the 
26th, which comprehended 147 chests second 
orange and button, were most unattractive. 
The seconds were all bought in at 55e, and of 
the 98 chests buttor, 79 quitted ata decline of 
2s. The quantity of shellac afloat to the United 
Kingdom to last returns prior to the 29th were 
4,741 chests against 1,320 at the corresponding 
date in 1885; there were on passage to the 
United States 4,228 chests compared with 5,392 
at the same time last year.

The Drugs of Madagascar. 


We went to the Pharmaceutical Some time 
back to see a most extraordinary collection of 
plants and drugs under the auspices of Dr. Par- 
ker,a gentleman who had been formerly ap- 
pointed physician to the Queen of the Hovas- 
While acting in this capacity he dispatched to 
England a very complete collection of the ma- 
teria medica resorted to in that distant quarter 
of the globe. 

Madagascar is the third largest island in the 
world, and its climate is, of course, very varia- 
ble, in accordance with its vast size. In conse- 
quence of this;diversity of climate it’ possesses 
avery rich flora. The practitioner just named, 
in co-operation with Mr, Barraw, an enthusias- 
tic naturalist, forwarded to this country nearly 
1,500 distinct species of plants, of which sume 
sixty or seventy appear to be decidedly peculiar 
to Madagaacar; moreover, about one hundred 
species in this collection are said to be totally 
new to science. 

From a botanica) and technical point of view 
the result of the labors of these two indefatti- 
gable collectors is doubtleus of great interest, 
and may sooner or later become a matter of 
considerable practical importance. No one 
can possibly foresee what may be the uses of a 
new plant, nor the number of chemical prepar- 
ations which it may in time be the cause of. 
We wish we could attach as much importance 
to the collection in question from a medical 
point of view. But here we ace in presence 
simply of a state of savage barbarism and 
superstition; and it is not a little astonishing 
that in this enlightened nineteenth century a 
physician can sit down and describe with all 
appropriate gravity the medical properties of 
plants or their preparations from the data sup- 
plied by semi-barbarous reports overladen with 
superstitious notions. Among the drugs we 
find some that are supposed to be very. bene- 
ficial in bronchic or catarrhal affections. Of 
these perhaps the most curious is a large 
fungus, called *Hofa-tafa;” but the inhabitants 
make use of most of their medicines in the 
form of, simple intusions or decoctions; tinc 
tures appear to be quite unknown. A large 
class of drugs are set down as remedies for 
urinary and renal diseases, and these appear to 
be largely taken in the island, where, we are 
told about one man out of three is/troubled 
more or less with stricture of the urethra. An- 
other class comprises a quantity of vermifuge 
‘drugs with queer, unpronounceable names. 

Dr. Parker has no doubt opened a new mine, 
and it may prove a mine of wealth both botan- 
ically and therapeutically; but for the present 
the chemical! nature of all these drugsis utterly 
unknown, and their medical properties—or, 
rather, their uses—are almost entirely based 

‘upon the superstitious notions of the natives. 

‘Should we not feel heartily xshamed if the 
game remark could be addressed to ourselves? 
Are we quite sure that, in some] instances, it 
might not apply? 

RHINANTHUS HIRSUTUS. 

Rhinanthus hirsutus is a familiar plant that 

‘is frequently met with in fields ofrye. Thus 
the, grains get occasionally mixed with rye, 
both here and in Germany. This is the cause 
of the peculiar biack violet color which is met 
‘with sometimes in the rye bread so largely con- 
sumed in northern Germany. The color is ap- 
preciable very distinctly when the proportion

of rhinanthus grain does not exceed 2 per cent 
of the whole flour. The appearance renders 
the bread objectionable to customers, but it 
does not appear to have acquired any poison- 
Ous properties. 

About two years ago these seeds were exam- 
ined by H. Ludwig, a German pharmacist, who 
found them to contain 8 per cent of a greenish 
oil, with an odor recalling linseed oil and fish 
oil at the same time. When the seeds are 
boiled in rectified spirit a yellowieh green tinc- 
ture is formed, from which the oil just men- 
tioned separates when water isadded. When 
the oil is separated by means of ether, a cloudy 
liquid remains, which leaves upon the filtera 
viscous bluish grey matter. On evaporating 
the filtrate over a water bath it becomes green- 
ish blue, and when brought down to the con- 
sistency of a syrup it slowly deposits prismatic 
crystals arranged in starlike groups. These 
can be readily purified by dissolving in water, 
and causing the liquid to crystallize again. 

We have thus obtained a new and interesting 
product, which is yet very little known, and to 
which Mr. Ludwig has given the name of 
Rhinanthine. It hasa bitter and then a sweet 
taste, dissolves easily in water and in spirit, is 
insoluble in ether, and quite neutral to either 
red or blue litmus-paper. In contact with al- 
kalies its aqueous solution becomes yellow. 
Salts of lead and salts of iron have no action 
upon it. By the aid of a slight heat it reduces 
an ammoniacal solution of nitrate of silver. 
Nitric acid turns it brown in the cold. Warm 
sulphuric or hydrochloric acid also causes it to 
turn brown, but in these cases it evolves an 
aromatic odor. By being boiled with hydro- 
Ghloric acid black flocks are deposited and the 
supernatent liquid then reduces Fehling’s solu- 
tion of copper. The alcoholic solution, treated 
with hydrochloric acid, becomes bluish-green. 

These reactions show that rhinanthine is a 
glucosid. Its analysis gave: Carbon, 47°94; 
hydrogen, 7°57; oxygen, 44°49; which the author 
formulates a8 CssHs53040+8HO. ~ 

The eight equivalents of water can be sepa- 
rated by heat before the temperature is high 
enough to induce decomposition. The thera- 
peutic properties of rhinanthine, and the exact 
amount which the seeds will yield, are yet 
unknown. But we have often suffered from 
eating rye bread in Germany.—Chemiset and 
Druggist.

Production of Spirits in the United 
Kingdom. 


Spirit in the United Kingdom, is generally 
made from malted and unmalted barley, maize 
and other cereals, but rice, sugar and molasses 
are also occasionally used. 

As a spirit is the result of the vinous fer- 
mentation of saccharine substances, any mate- 
rials containing sugar, such as beet-root, or 
which are composed of starch, such as pota- 
toes, can be used, as indeed is largely the case. 

There are three steps in the process Of distil- 
lation of which the revenue laws take cogniz- 
ance: 1, The “mashing” of the materials with 
hot water, by which the starch in the grain is 
eonverted into sugar, and the sugar dissolved: 
the produce of this operation is termed **wort.” 
2. The fermentation of the wort by the aid of 
yeast, by which the saccharine matter is de- 
composed into spirit and carbonic acid gas; 
this fermented wort is technically called 
“wash.” 3. Distillation, in which the spirit is 
evaporated from the wash, cooled into a liquid 
by a proper apparatus, and obtained in a mar- 
ketable form. 

The duty is almost invariably charged on the 
spirit finally produced by distillation, but to 
guard against any abstraction of an article so 
highly taxed in the process of manufacture, a 
presumptive duty charge is raised against the 
distiller, from the quantity and gravity of the 
“wort” and “wash.” It is based on the loss of 
gravity that occurs during the process of fer- 
mentation, and is technically called the charge 
from “attenuation.” The loss of gravity de- 
pends on the amount of the spirit produced, 
and is greatest when the quantity of spirit pro- 
duced is also greatest, Experiment has shown 
that at least one gallon of spirit should be pro- 
duced from every 100 gallons of “wash’’ for 
every five degrees of gravity which is lost; and 
on this quantity, whether produced or not, the 
attenuation charge renders the distiller liable 
to pay duty, unless he can prove an accidental 
loss in the process of distillation. 


PROOF SPIRIT. 

The duty on spirits is calculated upon the 
quantity there would be found if they were 
brought to a standard strength called “proof.” 
The hydrometer act, 58 Geo. 3, c. 28, defines 
proof spirit to Fe that which at the temperature 
of 51 deg. Fahr. weighs 12-18 parts of an equal 
bulk of water. As it would be impractieable to 
bring all spirits to this precise strength, the act 
prescribes Sikes’ hydrometer and a book of ta- 
bles to be used in testing, which indicate with 
great exactness the percentage by which any 
spirit is under proof or over preof; thus, 100 
gallons at 30 per cent. under proof would be 70 
gallons at proof, and, similarly, 100 gallons at 30 
per cent.over proof would be 130 gallons at 
proof,and the duty would be charged accord- 
ingly. 

It would be interesting to learn how the 
standard of ‘proof’? came to be adopted, but 
the history of the matter is very obscure. Asa 
matter of fact it is found by mixing nearly 
equal weights of pure alcohol and water. 

The precise composition of proof spirit was 
last determined by Mr. Drinkwater in 1848, and 


the result communicated to the Chemical So- 
ciety by the late Prof. Graham, It was found 
that 100 measures of alcohol mixed with 81.82 
measures of watcr made spirit at the strength 
of “proof.” The bulk of the mixture was only 
175.26 instead of 181.82, in consequence of the 
interpenetration of the two fluids when mixed. 
From this it was calculated that proof spirit 
contains 57 per cent alcohol, a result which 
agrees very nearly with the indicattons of Gay 
Lussac’s and Tralle’s hydrometers in use on 
the Continent. 

These hydrometers indicate the percentage 
of pure alcohol in any spirit, whict, at first 
sight, seems a more scientific method than our 
own; and, on this account, most probably, the 
question of an improved hydrometer for the 
United Kingdom was referred to a committee 
of the Royal Society in 1832. Mr. Faraday re- 
ported, however, that a definite mixture of 
alcohol and water was to be preferred to pure 
alcohol as a standard as being invariable in its 
composition aud more easily identified. 


By the ordinary process of distillation in 
common stills, the average strength of the 
spirit produced will vary from 15 to 25 per cent, 
over proof,and seldom exceeds 40 per cent., 
but by means of a complex apparatus known 
as Coffey,s still a uniform strength of about 60 
per cent. over proof may be obtained. By 
Coffey’s still the spirit is deprived of those oils 
which give the characteristic flavor to Scotch 
and Irish whiskies, and is made more suitable 
for compounding into gin and other flavored 
spirits. 

So great is the affinity of alcohol for water 
that no process of distiilation is able to effeet a 
complete separation, and chemical means are, 
therefore, resorted to when perfectly pure 
alcohol is required. 

THE WAREHOUSING OF SPIRITS. 

Since the year 1823 the Scotch and Irish dis- 
tillers have been allowed to deposit their spirits 
in warehouses without payment of duty. This 
privilege was valuable to them, as they were in 
the habit of preparing spirits for direct con- 
sumption without previous rectification, and 
these spirits acquired an additional value with 
age. The English distillers on the other hand, 
used in former times to prepare spirits for the 
rectifier only, and did not care about ware- 
housing them except when they were intended 
fcr exportation, which was sanctioned by an 
act passed in 1825. It was not until 1848 thata 
general system of warehousing was established 
throughout the United Kingdom for spirits in- 
tended for home consumption as well as for 
exportation. Since that time frequent changes 
have been made in the law to suit the conveni- 
ence of the trade. 

To sum up, she pruprietor of spirits may put 
them into a warehouse without paying the 
heavy duty upon them, and in this way save 
the interest on his money. The spirits them- 
selves mature and become more valuable dur- 
ing the time they are so kept in the warehouse, 
and, lastly, the proprietor of the spirits need 
not pay the duty upon them until he has found 
a purchaser for them, or he may sell them to 
remain in bond in the purchaser’s name, It is 
no wonder that with such advantnges the ware- 
housing system should have become popular. 
How popular it has become the following fig- 
ures will show: 

At the end of the year there were in ware-

EXPORTATION OF SPIRITS. 

The extension of the warehousing system in 
1848 was followed by a great development of 
the trade in the exportation of spirits. In 1849 
only 322,000 gallons of spirits w ce exported. In 
1854 this quantity had more than doubled, and 
in 1855 it rose with an enormous bound to 
8,840,000 gallons. Of this amount more than 
8,000,000 gallons went to France, where there 
had been a failure in the vines. In the two 
following years, owing no doubt to the same 
cause, France also drew upon us very largely, 
and the total quantities exported from the 
United Kingdom exceeded 4,800,000 gallons per 
annum. 

Spirits exported have never since reached so 
high a figure, and they have fluctuated greatly, 
On the whole, they have averaged during the 
last ten years about 2,000,000 gallons, while in 
the preceding ten years they only averaged 
about 1,500,000 gallons. Last year the total was 
2,588,000 gallons, 

There have been very great changes amongst 
our principal customers. In the sixteen years 
from 1849 to 1864 our average annual exporta- 
tion to France, Portugal, Italy, Turkey and the 
Channel Islands was 1,400,000 gallons; in 
the last twenty years it has been only 160,000 
gallons. 

On the other hand, during the sam: periods, 
our average exportation has increased from 
100,000 to 230,C00 gallons in the case of the West 
Coast of Africa, from 50,000 to 145,000 gallons in 
the case of British India, and from 400,000 to 
670,000 gallons in the case of Australia. 

These figures, we must premise, are approvi- 
mate only, but they are quite accurate enough 
for a general statement, such as we are now 
making. 

The exports to Australia have lately in- 
creased with very great rapidity, and average 
for the last five years more than 1,000,060 gal- 
lons. 

The exports to America have yaried but lit- 


tle since 1849, but we find that whereas in the 
earlier years of the period the United States 
took more than British North America, the 
contrary is now the case. The average of the 
spirits exported to the whole of Americais only 
about 300,000 gallons a year. 

The main cause of these great changes is 
doubtless to be found in the fact that France 
and Portugal no longer import our plain spirit 
for fortifying their wines. Its place has been 
taken either by spirit manufactured by them- 
selves, or else as is believed to be largely the 
case, by German spirit, which they can obtain 
at an exceedingly cheap rate. 

With India and the colonies it is a different 
matter. Since the passing of the Act 11 and 12 
Vict. c, 122, by which drawback on British 
compounds exported was first granted, they 
have been in the habit of importing com- 
pounded spirit from us, and they naturally 
import it in larger quantities as their popula- 
tions extend and facilities of communication 
increase, 

METHYLATED SPIRIT, 

Owing to the high price of duty-paid spirit in 
this country, it was conridered advisable in 1856 
to resort to legislation for the purpose of al- 
lowing the use of duty-free spirit in connection 
with manufactures, in many of which spirit 
was absolutely required. 

It was necessary that some steps should be 
taken in consequence of fureign competition— 
the duty on spirit on the Continent being low— 
and also owing to the general employment in 
manufacture of inferior substitutes for spirit, 
by which the character of the goods themselves 
wasinjured. Accordingly the Act 18 and 19 
Vict. cap. 38 was passed, by which subject to 
very stringent regulations, the use of duty-free 
spirit was sanctioned, provided that it was 
mixed with 19 per cent of methyl or wood 
naphtha, The Spirits Act of 1880, 43 and 44 
Vict. cap. 24, makes the law very clear as to the 
preparatior, sale and use of this compound. 

The principal regulations are briefly these :— 
No unauthorized person is allowed to methy- 
late, or to supply or to use, methylated spirit. 
Methylation may only take place, and methy- 
lated spirit may only be kept, on authorized 
premises. The least quantity which may be 
prepared at one time in the case of British 
spirits is 500 gallons. Strict account of the 
quantities of the spirit in the possession of 
methylators are kept by the officers of excise, 
who may inspect the premises in which the 
spirits are deposited, and take samples of the 
spirits themselves, any hour of the day. The 
chief danger to be guarded against are the use 
of the spirit in beverages and its employment 
inthe preparation of medicines for internal 
use, 

We have been obliged on various occasions 
to take proceedings for penalties in cases where 
we have discovered the existence of fraudu- 
lent practices. In 1657 the quantity of methy- 
lated spirit used was only 209.900 gallons. The 
consumption, which has grown steadily, now 
exceeds 2,300,000 gallons. The duty on the 
license of a metbylated-spirit maker is £10 10s, 
and on that of aretailer 10s. ‘‘he number of 
makers in the United Kingdom at the present 
time is 16, and retailers 7,702. 

Prior to the passing of the Methylated Spirit 
Act ot 1858 the practice of illicit distillation 
was carried on to a very large extent. 

There can be no doubt that this was largely 
due to the increasing number of manufactures 
which required the presence of spirit in their 
composition. 

By the passing of the Act in questioa, duty- 
free spirit, combined with wood naphtha, was 
allowed to be used for manufacturing purposes, 
and,asa consequence, illicit distillation de- 
creased.—Chemist and Druggist. 
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Lanolin—A New Ointment Basis. 


Dr. Oscar Liebreich read a paper on “Lano- 
lin’ before the Berlin Medical Society on Oc- 
tober 28 (see the Berliner Klin Wochensch, No. 
47). This substance is a mixture of cholesterin 
fat (from keratin holding tissues, such as 
sheep’s wool in particular) and water. The 
pure cholesterin fat stands, as Berthelot has 
said, between a resin and a fat, but is capable 
of taking up its bulk of water. It is perfectly 
neutral, and possesses properties which are not 
shared by the ordinary fats, nor by vaseline. 
In contrast with ordinary fats, lanolin with 
difficulty decomposes, and which is its chief 
property therapeutically, it is extremely read- 
ily absorbed by the skin. It isin fact, the nat- 
ural fat of the skin and of epidermic tissues 
generally, such as hair, hoofs of horses, feath- 
ers, &c., from all of which it has been obtained, 
Asaproof of this high power of being ab- 
sorbed, a 5 per cent carbolic acid ointment 
made up with lanolin produced a feeling of 
numbness without irritation in the hand in 
from one to two minutes after being rubber 
in. The presence of cholesterin fats is easily 
ascertained by Liebemann’s cholestol test, The * 
fat to be tested is dissolved in acetic anhydride 
—not glacial acetic acid. The solution givesa 
rose coloration, passing very quickly into dark 
blue and green when concentrated sulphuric 
acid is added. Glycerine fats do not give this 
reaction. The advantage of Janolin over vase- 
lin and such parafiin derivatives consists in its 
ready absorbability. Vaseline, as is well 
known, greatly hinders the absorption of ther- 
apeutical agents. It is an advantage to add 5 
or 10 per cent of ordinary fat or of glycerine to 
lanolin, so that the unctuous character may be 
better preserved.—Brit. Med. Journ.

TUESDAY EVENING, Feb. 9, 1886. 


There has been nothing done in the chemical 
market during the past week. Arrivals have 
been fairly large but have all been delivered on 
old sales leaving nothing here to sell, and at the 
same time supplying most of the consumers, 60 
that honors are easy. The arrival of the Le- 
panto and Cydonia supplies a long felt want. 
Prices remain unchanged and we quote the 
market steady but quiet. Brimstone under 
free arrivals is weak and dull, while muriate of 
potash is firmer, and the same may be 
said of oxalic acid and acetate of lime. Messrs. 
Jes. P, Brunner & Co. in speaking of the 
Liverpool market under date of Junuary 30 say: 
“The only item of improvement we can report 
in chemicals this week is a better feeling here 
in bleaching powder, and on the Thyne a hard- 
ening tendency in crystals. Soda ash meets 
with a very poor sale. We quote: caustic ash 
48 per cent 1 3-32d@144d, 56-58 per cent 14d@ 
15 82d; carb ash 48 per cent 1 3-82d@1 3-160 for 
ordinary and 1344 for Kurta’s brand. High test 
1344@1 5-82d. Orders for Gamble’s 55-56 per 
cent purified ash have been placed at 1 3-32d for 
Prompt delivery. Soda crystals steady at £2 
15s per ton net weight. On the Tyne 4ls 94@ 
428 per ton gross weight net cash is 
now quoted and the demand has improved. 
Caustic soda is still drooping, and the follow- 
ing is the rapge of values, viz: 60 per cent £7 
16 6€@2L7 88 9d, 70 per cent £8 7s 6d@E£8 10s, 74 
per cent £9 12s 6d, 76 percent £11 12s6d. Prices 
are 80 very unremunerative that some of the 
manufacturers are makIng considerable reduc- 
tions in output. Bleaching powder is in fair 
request for the States, and although buyers 
have go far been able to supply their wants for 
Drempt delivery at £658 for ordinary brands, 
prices show a hardening teadency. For prompt 
and a few months abead £6 12s 6d bas been paid 
for a special prime brand. Chlorate of potash 
is devoid of animation and values are easier, 
6}4d per Ib being nearest spot price.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes is still in very light stock 
for prompt delivery, as the bulk of the recent 
arrivals was sold previously for con- 
sumption. There is only a limited demand, as 
buyers generally only purchase as their current 
wants may require, neither are sellers anxious 
to sell ahead at prevailing prices. The sales 
comprise 80 tons at prices ranging from 1 35@ 
145c as to trand and quantity. High test is 
meeting with the usual jobbing demand at 14@ 
130c as to brand, quantity and holder. Messrs, 
Robert Crooks,.& Co. in speaking of the Liver- 
pool market under date of January 28 say: “We 
have no improvement to note in the demand 
for this article, even the bome trade inquiry is 
sluggish and causing makers to look more 
eagerly for foreign orders. Prices are not 
quotably lower, but offers would probably re- 
ceive attentive consideration. Nominal prices 
are—for carbonated ash 134d, and for caustic 
18-824.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands, since the opening of the 
month, bas been in better request, as many of 
the large paper mills have been replenishing 
their depleted stocks. Values in consequence 
are a shade firmer. The sales comprise 50 tons 
to arrive for March shipment at 1 25c and 75 
tons in lots at prices ranging from 1 27}44@1 35c, 
as to brand, quantity and holder. High test 
under a limited demand is very dull at the mo- 
ment, consequently values are only nominally 
quoted st 154@1 30c, as to brand, quantity and 
date of shipment. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent, remains in the 
same position as when we previously reviewed 
this market. The Lepanto has come to hand 
with a full cargo all of which was sold some 
weeks ago for consumption, hence no relief is 
afforded the market which remains almost bare 
of stocks for prompt delivery. The Cydonia 
just in is also sold and in some cases 
resold over again. The market abroad 
remains steady at previous quotations, 
with makers only offering in a limited way. 
Offers of 1 22}4@1 25c have been declined, and 
at the close 1 27}éc is generally the lowest price 
named. ‘The sales comprise 50 tons in lots at 
1 2744@1 30c, as to brand and quantity, while 
for siaall Jots from store 140@1 45c has been 
paid. High test remains steady at 144c for 52 
per cent and 1 27}4@1 39c for higher tests, with 
only small lots being obtainable. An offer of 
120c was declined for 100 tons 52 per cent for 
March shipment; buyers however, at the mo- 
ment are limiting their orders to current wants, 
very few contracting ahead pending the un- 
settled condition of the glass market. 

Alkali 86 per cent, under light stocks for 
prompt delivery, is a shade firmer for spot lots, 
while for shipment the price ranges from 1 20@ 
1 250, as to brand, quantity and date of ship- 
ment. For BM 48 per cent there has been a 
good jobbing trade, which absorbs arrivals as 
soon as they come to hand. Thesales comprise 
100 tons at 130@1 8ic, asto quantity and date 
of delivery. The arrivals of bightest B M have 
been quite large during the week, and yet thera 
is almost no stoocx in first hands for prompt de- 
livery. For shipments extending over the year 
there bas been a fair demand, with sales of 450 
tons at prices ranging fron: 125@1 31}4c, as to 

quantity and date of delivery. The other high

test refined alkalies are meeting witb the wut 
jobbing demand at prices ranging from 1 40@ 
i}gc, as to brand, holder, and date of shipment. 

There have been several arrivals of bleaching 
powder during the week, specially from New 
Castie, all of which however was placed pre- 
viously for consumption, only light stocks on 
the spot of any high test makes are available 
for prompt delivery. Ther® has been a good 
consumptive demand in progress during week, 
the sales aggregating 1 75 casks at 1 55@1 60c, as 
to brand and quantity, also 80 casks of high 
test brands at 1 65c, Shipments during 
Mareh and forward are still obtainable at 1 60@ 
1 65¢, as to make and quantity. with only a lim- 
ited demand reported, Messrs Robt Crooks & 
Coin their circular under date of January 28th, 
say: “Buyers offer £6 5s for picked brands 
without success, though this is the general 
mar«et price. For February delivery £6 6s 3d 
isasked. The business reported is small; most 
makers are well sold and there is very little 
offering for prompt shipment. 


Caustic soda 60 per cent has been rather quiet 
during the week for prompt delivery, although 
there have been several inquiries in the market 
for future shipments. The sales comprise 150 
dms for shipment{during March and Aprii at 
2 65@2 70c as to brand and quantity; also 50 dms 
on the spot at275c. High test is without spe- 
cial feature at the moment, buyers and sellers 
being apart in their views. no'important trans- 
actions are reported. Late advices report a 
dull market abroad.twhich does not stimulate 
trade here at present. While 2c is the general 
quotation, offers of 245c direct have been ac- 
cepted for several lots for prompt shipment 
or early March. An offer of 247}c was re- 
fused for 400 dms of 75 per cent for prompt 
shipment, although 24¢c would be acceptable. 
The sales comprise 1450 dms at 2 4744@2\¢c, as to 
brand and test; also 40 dms 76 per cent at 3 00@ 
3 05c, as to quantity. Messrs Robt Crooks & Co 
in speaking of the Liverpool market say: ‘So 
far there ‘s little appearance of spring demand 
v hich usually at this period shows some signs 
in causing an appreciation in prices. Enquiry 
continues smal! both for prompt and forward. 
For 70 per cent £8 83s 94@£8 108, and for 60 per 
cent £7 7s 6d@£7 8s 9d are current quotations 
for ordinary brands, but some are unobtainable 
except af is 3d@2s 6d over these figures.” 


Sal soda Erglish under cables received to-day 
reporting an advance of 4s per ton at New 
Castle, is firmer here for shipments, which are 
now held at 95@1 00c as to quantity and date of 
shipment. The Laponto at hand brings a full 
cargo, all of which govs into consumption, 
having been sold previous to arrival. For lots 
on the spot they are quoting 95@lc, at which a 
fair jobbing trade is reported. 

Sal soda American is meeting with an im- 
proved demand, the higher prices asked for the 
foreign is turning the attention of consumers 
to the domestic makes. The sales comprise 250 
tons at prices ranging from 90@95c t o b less 14% 
per cent for cash, as to quantity, date of deliv- 
ery and style of package. 

Salt cake is jobbingjfairly well. Very few 
new contracts are being made at the moment 
as nearly all the large consumers are under 
contract for this fire. The sales comprise 25 
tons at 6244@65c as to quantity and test. Do- 
mestic remains steady at 67}4@70c as to make 
with only limited quantity being obtainable for 
prompt deiivery. Late mail advices quote the 
foreign market at £2 4s less 344 per cent for best 
quality of 95 per cent in hardwood casks. 

Granulated crystals and carbonate of soda are 
both quiet at the moment as the recent arrivals 
have supplied the market for the present. We 
quote 1 70@1 80as to quantity for either make.

Acids. 


Acetic acid continues very firm for either 
spot or future delivery. There are buyers in 
the market at 2c for future contracts, but 
makers decline to book them at the moment. 
The deliveries upon existing contracts have not 
been very free, aggregating about 35,000 lbs, at 
prices ranging from 17%@2c, as to make and 
quantity, the latter price for spot goods in a 
small way. 

Oxalic acid is firmer under an improved de- 
mand. The sales comprise 15 casks at 7144@7Ke, 
as to make and quantity.

Ammonias, Potashes and Fertlil- 
izing Chemicals. 

The business during the week has been very 
much restricted by the large quanties of ice in 
the rivers which has interfered with the ship- 
ping of goods. The stocks of the leading fer- 
tilizing chemicals are very light and prices aro 
tending upwards. Sulphate of ammonia con- 
tinues to come freely to hand but as the bulk 
is under contract for consumption very little 
surpluss finds its way on the market. The sales 
comprise 75 tons at 3 10@3 15c as to quantity. 
Domestic makes are steady at 3 1023 20c as to 
make and quantity. Azotine is quoted 
at $225@230 as to quantity. The demand 
for blood has been rather slack, as the 
stocks have been very much reduced on ac- 
count of the non-arrival of supplies from the 
West, which have been detained by the recent 
storms. The sales comprise 175 tons at prices 
ranging from $2 25@2 0c, as to grade, quantity 
and date of delivery. There is no change in 
the position of sulphate of potash since our 
last report. The recent arrivals having filled up 
the trade at the moment. For spot parcels 
they are quoting 1 1244@1 lic, as to quantity, 
while for shipments 110@144c is named as to 
quantity and date of shipment. Kieserite is 
not active at the moment, lots trom dock are 
quoted at $5 00@5 25, while for shipments $5 25 
@5 50 is named as to quantity. 

During the past week several sales of chlorate 
of potash have been made from dock at 164%@ 
lic, as to brand and quantity for crystals, with 
50 kegs reported within the range. An 
offer of 17c was refused for 30 kegs of Green- 
banks 17}¢c, being lowest price acceptable. 
Powdered is held steady at 18@18i¢c, as to 
brand, quantify and holder. 

There have only been very few arrivals of 
muriate of potash during the week; the result 
has been the p!acing of all cheap lots that have 
been pressing on the market of late. The river 
Elbe is still frozen over which prevents ship- 
ments, as well as the usual scarcity of vessels 
and high freights. There are reports that one 
of the large mines has been compelled to stop 
working on account of water. For store lots 
they are now holding firm at. 175@1 80c as to 
quantity, while for lots on wey 1 75c is gener- 
ally asked, Future shipments from April and 
forward are held steady at 1674@1170c as to 
quantity and date of shipment. 

The stock of kaint at the moment is in ex- 
cess of the demand, consequently values are 
weaker. The ice in the river has prevented 
shipments to Southern ports during the week, 
as it is almost impossible to secure vessels. For 
lots on the spot $7 10@7 25 is asked as to quan- 
tity and holder. Future shipments are held 
steady at $7 26@7 45 as to quantity and date of 
shipment.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 8, 1886. 

Trade during the past week has been quiet 
and transactions bave in most instances been 
limited to jobbing orders, which have been 
filled at about figures of last report. The arri- 
vals bave come to hand in larger quantities and 
mostly gointo immediate consumption on ex- 
isting ccntracts, leaving little to sell from 
dock. 

Carbonated soda ash, Liverpool 48 per cent, 18 
still quiet, as most of the larger buyers are 
supplied for some time to come, and the sales 
now being made are usually in small quantities 
and for which holders are receiving 1424@ 
14744c. Round lots from dock and to arrive 
are held at 140@1 45c, although an offer of 
1 37%ée might probably be accepted. In 58 per 
cent tnere is comparatively nothing doing, and 
in the absence of large sales we quote the mar- 
ket at last week's figures. Newcastle soda ash 
nf both tests is scarce on spot. Transactions 
are few, and thesteamer now due brings noth- 
ing uns*ld. Toarrive later on 48 per cent can 
be had at 1324@1 37}e, and high test at about 
same figures, Caustic soda ash 48 per cent has 
been in fair request, and resulting in closing 
out all the recent urrivals and reducing store 
parc:la. For jobbing orders 140@145c is 
named, while for round lots to arrive 
1374@140c would be acc*pted, with a 
fair chance for busiress at 135c. Caus- 
tic soda 60 per cent shows no improve- 
ment in prices, although trade in the article 
has been better. Spot goods has been held at 
275@2 85cand for round lots to arrive 2 72K%@ 
275c isnamed. We hear of 5) drums being 
placed for prompt shipment at 270c. 70 per 
cent has had a moderately good jobbing trade 
which has been supplied at 257}44@2 65c, To ar- 
rive 2 55@2 60care the ruling figures as to brand 
and quantity. Sal soda op spot continues 
quoted at 105@1 10c with only a small jobbing 
trade prevailing. To arrive by steamer now 
due, what little remains to be disposed of is 
held at 95@1 00, but by latter vessel 9244@95c is 
asked, Refined alsali 36 per cent is only wanted 
in a limited way on spot and for which 130@ 
1 5c is obtained. To arrive one vessel is now 
all sold and on the other 1 25@1 30c is quoted. 
B M 48 per cent continues scarce on spot, owing 
to the recent arrivals being previously disposed 
ef, Toarrive 1374@i 4c is named. BM 58 
per sent has come to hand freely, but as it 
mostly goes to fill contracts, there is little or 
nothing offering on spot. To arrive 137K@ 
i45¢c are the ruling quotations. Bleaching 
powders at the moment are in ligbt stock, but 
as nearly ull buyers are suppiied for their pres- 
ent wants prices remain at 1 6744@1 75c for spot 
goods, To arrive 1 6244@1 67}¢c is asked. Nitrate 
of soda on spot Is obtainable at 2 “402 50c and 
to arrive at 2 35@2 40c.

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The Scotch Textile and Chemical 
Trade of 1885. 

The Glasgow Herald says: Of the textile man- 
ufacturing interests in Glasgow and neighbor- 
hood during 1885, very little can be said by way 
of new feature. General quietness and unre- 
munerative prices have unfortuvately, been 
too much the rule, whilst even the volume of 
business compares unfavorably with former 
years, 

On looking back on the history of this trade 
in Scotland we find grave cause of concern. 
Whilst upon January Ist, 1845, the number of 
spindles existing were 1,729,878, according to the 
returns last made by the inspectors of factories 
for Scotland there are now only 636 894, being a 
decrease of 1,002,984 spindles. Whilst we have 
fallen away so lamentably, England has in- 
creased by leaps and bounds till now they num- 
ber fully 40,000,000 spindies. In weaving the 
situation is scarcely so bad as in the other, 
though nothing to boast of certainly, for whilst 
the looms in Scotland numbered 23,910, they are 
now 29,649—an increase in weaving as against a 
decrease in spinning. In England the power 
looms foot up to 528,765, The colored or tancy 
dress manufacturers in cotton and wool havo 
scarcely had so good a year as was anticipated 


by them at the opening, and all through busi- 
ness has been a struggle. Woolen yarns are 
down on the year by something like 15 per cent. 
Muslin manufacturers have had a very indiffer- 
ent year, and whether it is that Lancashire has 
adopted the fine goods formerly peculiar to 
Glasgow and made them its own, or from de- 
mand having Janguished, certain it is that very 
many looms are standing. In the thread trade 
the principal feature in the year has been the 
reduction of prices in mid-summer to the ex- 
tent of 12 per cent, and the decay of two old es- 
tablished though small firms through their 
sheer inability to compete, 

In Turkey red circles, the year while not al- 
together a bad business one, has been far from 
a successful one and very far from what was 
desirable. As respects the future, it is looked 
forward to without much anxiety. The chief 
element of uncertainty and concern is the rate 
ofexchange. In due time it will rectify it- 
self; meanwhile it has, and for a short season 
may continue to have, an unsettling influence, 
but that apart, the prospect is regarded as 
fairly encouraging, and the hope is that 1886 
will prove a much better year in all respects 
than 1885. Calico printers it may be mentioned 
in this connection, are well employed, and the 
prospect is that they will continue to be so for 
some time to come, 

During the year the dyeing trade has had its 
share of the depression which has prevailed in 
textile manufactures generally. As to the 
workpeople employed, the year has not been 
very bright, the tendency of wages having 
been distinctly downwards, with no lack of 
hands seeking work. The outlook seems to us 
rather more hopeful than at this time last year, 
andthe general feeling seems to be that the 
worst has been seen. Should the United States 
relax their tariff somewhat, the dyeing trade 
would be much benefitted, as a greatly in- 
creased demand for our colored goods would 
spring up. 

All classes of chemicals have barely brought 
remunerative prices. Wages in consequence 
have been low, the fore part of the year seeing 
reductions to the extent of 10 to 15 and in some 
cases 20 per cent from those of last year. This 
with the small production, has caused nota 
little distress among that portion of the com- 
munity depending upon the labor of chemical 


factories for a livelihood.

The Trade in Drugs, Paints, Oils, 
Chemicals, Ete., on the 
Pacifie Coast. 

The following review of trade for 1885 on the 
Pacific Coast we take from a recent issue of 
the San Francisco Journal of Commerce: 

It is estimated that the drug business done in 
1885 was about ten per cent less than in 1884. 
This was caused by the general depression in 
all kinds of trade, affecting the drug business, 
too. Dealers were very conservative during 
the year, buying sparingly and about as 
needed, consequently sustaining few or no 
losses. There has been a better trade with 
Oregon than in 1884, comparatively speaking, 
that is: some of that which went away from us 
has come back again. 

The imports of caustic soda increased, com- 
pared with 1884, while that of bicarb soda in- 
creased also. There was an increase in the 
importation of sal soda and soda ash. There 
was @ very great dullness prevalent all the 
year, and prices dropped—favoring the buyer. 

Competition in every description of alkali, 
caustic soda, soda ash, soda crystals, has been 

extremely keen throughout the year, and prices 
have generally been relatively lower than at 
the port of shipment in Great Britain, A fea- 
ture in the trade has been a growing preference 
for the finest grade of caustic, and especially 
for the powdered (98 deg.), a far more con- 
venient article for use than the solid in heavy 
packages. 

The borax trade is increasing in value 
every year, and will probably be larger in 1856 
than even in 1885. The business is well concen- 
trated on this coast, but nevertheless prices 
have been low, sympathizing with everything 
else in this respect. The total production of 
the year has been probably about five thousand 
tons. The price of concentrated and,refined 
both has been low here and in New York. 
Concentrated for a long time has sold’as low as 
54@tc, and there does not seem to be any 
probability that the price will be higher for 
some time to come, 

The manufacturers of acids complain that 
the year was a dull one, but they have better 
prospects for 1886. The demand for the hy- 
draulic was decreased in 1884, and the manu- 
facture of dynamite was from the same cause 
lesseaed, and in this too, acids are used. The 
value of the acids made last year,was about 
$700,000. The importations of nitrate of soda 
forthe year were 8,703,869 pounds, valued at 
$136,346. 

A very fine article of cream tartar can be 
made from California argols. It sells at 35 and 
86 cents per pound wholesale in crystals of 5 to 
10 cask lots. The capacity of our local works, 
owned by A. Vignier, is 75 casks per month of 
1000 pounds each, 

The Pacific coast product of lead is large, far 
beyond our own wants, hence we are com- 
pelled to ship the bulk'of our pigtlead to New 
York. The price in China is too low to admit 
of shipments to that market. Our yearly pro- 
duct is from 5000. to 6000 tons. « 

There isa better feeling in the lead market. 
The product of the past year has been about 


the same as in former years, but prices realized 
have been very low; 84% cents per pound has 
been the price for the greater part of the year 
but within the past three months it hassteadily 
advanced to 4% cents per pound. There bas 
not been so much lead bullion produced in the 
Eureka district the past year as formerly, bat 
other districts have been opened in which the 
ores carry more or less lead, and in process of 
refining the silver bullion enough has been 
made to take the place of that formerly pro- 
duced by the mines of Eureka. 

The falling off in the production of lead in 
Colorado is the principal cause for the advance 
in price, and unless new deposits of carbonate 
ores of the character of those of Leadville are 
discovered the prices are likely to be main- 
tained, if they do not advance to still bigher 
figures. The wages bave been reduced some- 
what, but that cuts a small figure in the cost of 
production, and all the other items of cost are 
about the same asin former years. The price 
of lead here is ruled by the New York market, 
as all the surplus production is exported to 
England and the east. 

There was a falling off inthe hop crop as in 
every other during the past year, but despite 
that prices have been exceptionally low. Re- 
ceipts in this city have been 8,000 bales, and are 
leas than in 1884. The market went down as 
low as2@3c for the old crop and has not gone 
higher than 4@8c for the new. At this it has 
been very hard to get a bid, although there is 
an improvement from the state of things pre- 
vailing a few months ago, and we look for bet- 
ter times. 

The whaling fleet of 1885 numbered 47 vessels, 
Besides these two more came from New Bed- 
ford, making in all 49 vessels—the Andrew 
Hicks and the John Carver. The Cape Horr 
Pigeon from New Bedford discharged from 
Honolulu. 


Trade in oils and paints for 1885 compares 
favorably with that for 1884, but in comparison 
with 1883 there was a falling off of about 25 per 
cent. in the volume of trade. The price for 
linssed oil was lower than in 1884, this fact be- 
ing attributable to Eastern manufacturers,who 
have been trying to work off their surplus 
stock of inferior goods upon the California 
market. This bas caused the local manufac- 
turers in some cases to reduce the prices below 
the cost of importation, and will have the ef- 
fect of preventing further shipments unless at 
a loss. The outlook for 1886 outside of this is 
good. The trade is ina healtby condition and 
a large demand for these commodities is an- 
ticipated. But whether prices will be sustained 
depends solely upon the competition that we 
will have to stand from the East. 


The oil business of the Pacific coast has been 
good rather than otherwise. There has been 
less coal oil imported than in 1884, but the pro- 
duction of 1885 in California has been at least 
50 per cent. more and is fast assuming a world 
wide industry. The catch of our whaling fleet 
is the largest known in recent years and will 
give employment to the refineries of San Fran- 
cisco as well as those of the East. The trade in 
naval stores has been light. The linseed oil 
works have had to sustain a flerce Eastern com- 
petition and prices dropped heavily. The value 
of the oil trade of the city for the past year was 
not less than four an a half millions of dollars. 

Mr. Charles J. Woodbury, who bas long been 
authority on the general oil business of the 
western coast, both in regard to the imported 
and the natural product, informs our reporter 
as follows: 

The amount of oil imported from the East 
is less this year than last, and but little more 
than the year before. The increase of produc- 
tion of home oil is about one-third larger than 
last year, being now a trifle under 1,000 barrels 
of crude oil per day. Production in 1879, 13,- 
543 barrels; 1894, 262,000 barrels. The range of 
territory covered is 200 miles. The oil belt fol- 
lows the Coast Range. Anaheim, Ventura and 
Newhall are the main producing districts. The 
former produces the well known heavy oil. 
There is now a pipe line about 65 miles long. 
from Newhall to the sea, Tnoere are seven new 
oll companies incorporated for prospecting oil- 
land and boring for oil. 

The export trade in lubricating oils, gaso- 
line, naphtha, etc., to Mexico, is increasing, 
and tor the first time during the past year oil 
has been sent in large quantity to Alaska. 

What are imperatively needed here are a 
large plant for refining, and more companies 
engaged in refining. It costs twice as much to 
bore wells here as it does in Pennsylvania, but 
a well here is worth five times as much as it is 
there. 

We learn from a leading manufacturer that 
the manufacturers of soap have been able to 
hold their own, and have done much to keep 
out Eastern competition. In Oregon and 
Washington Territory in this line some of the 
Eastern manufacturers have been selling even 
at a loss, so as to get the goods introduced the 
first year. We are told that the Coal trade has 
increased fully $25,000 more this year compared 
with 1884. The steamship and railroad rates 
have been favorable. The Standard Soap Co. 
report that in the fall of 1884 they added to 
their plant a candle department, making crys- 
tal wax, stearic acid, adamantine and compo- 
site, Since the new departure the demand has 

been large, and all running regularly. Our 
works are also making another article uf com- 
merce—glycerine. This has been exported 
largely from Europe. The demand has in- 
creased of late years, as it is used largely in the 
manufacture of patent powder,
